W. Tufts, cashier of the Rockport 
National bank for over a quarter of

6,000 and 350,000. 

The defalcation was discovered by 
Neal, who started his regular semi- 
annual examination of the books. Im- 
mediately after the first indication of 
a shortage appeared Neal called in 
the president of the bank and they 
summoned Tufts. The latter was un- 
able to-explain the shortage and word 
was at once sent to Assistant United 
States District Attorney Garland at 
Boston. 

The latter ordered Tufts’ 
against him, and Deputy Marshal 
Ruhl was sent from Boston to take 
him into custody. Pending his ar- 
rival, Tufts was questioned closely 
by the bank officials, who were as- 
tounded at the disclosures which the 


books showed, but he preferred to} 


await advice from his counsel. 
On his arrival in Boston, accom- 


| panied by the deputy and Neal, Tufts 


was arraigned before Commissioner 


ing. He was unable to procure bail, 

and was committed to Charles street 

jail, where he passed the night. 
Tufts, who is nearly 50 years old 


and married, had been connected with

BIG INCREASE IN REVENUE 


Manufacture of Hard Liquors In Bay 

State Larger Than Ever Before 

Boston, July 2.—Despite the tem- 
perance agitation of the past year, 
there has been a decided increase in 
the manufacture of hard liquors or 
distilled spirits in Massachusetts, ac- 
cording to the internai revenue fig- 
ures. 

Collections in Bostou for the year 
ending June 30 amounted to $5,676,- 
103, compared with $3,631,970. of 
the increase $1,183,906 was received 
from distilled and $740,152 
from collections under the new cor- 
poration law.

STORY OF THE BATTLE 

Reno, Nev., July 5.—John A. John- 
son poved himself James J. Jeffries’ 
| master at every stage of the battle 
for the heavyweight championship of 
the world. Even the great test of 
| strength that was looked for seemed 
to be in Johnson's favor. In the early 
| rounds, with the pressure of his right 
| glove he twisted Jeff's arm almost into 
{the hammerlock position to prevent 
| the big fellow using it while breaking. 

While the rounds went on and John- 
| son’s confidence came to him he took 
all kinds of liberties with Jeff. Asa 
| rule Johnson whips his men with his 
right hand. He used this a few times 
yesterday, but it was left hooks and 
left uppereuts while clinching that 
| brought Jeff to terms. 

In this kind of fighting Jeff was 
powerless after a few rounds had 
| passed. He could not devise a way 
| to escape punishment while they were 


feinting and swinging at close quar- | 


ters. It seemed the easiest thing in 
the world for Johnson to free his left 
arm and tilt the big fellow’s head. 
An awed hush fell oven the 
semblage when it saw Jeffries going 
/to his inevitable finish, and it was 
not broken when the referee laid his 
hand on the black man’s shoulder and 
proclaimed him the champion of the 
world. Later, when the champion’s 
head appeared above the throng that 
surged about him in his corner, he 
| was given the reward of fair play and 
the recognition of merit in the form of 
\a lusty cheer, in which all who were

of their pride joined heartily.

A One-Sided Battle 

The match proved more ill-assorted 
than the one between Corbett and 
Sullivan, which told the same tale. 
Corbett had a wholesome dread of 
Sullivan’s wallop, but Johnson flouted 
the best that Jeff was supposed to 
have up his sleeve. 

Johnson did not pay a particle of 
respect to anything that Jeff might 
have or might do, but played with 
him like a cat with a ball. One could 
see the heart leaving Jeffries round 
by round, the transition to the tower- 
ing confidence which had been fed to 
him for the last six months of the life 
of this match was gradual but quick. 

At only one spot in the road to de- 
feat did Jeff give promise of turning 
the tide, that was near the end of the 
eleventh round when he landed one of 
his short right arm jabs to the solar 
plexus. It hurt and Johnson wabbled 
perceptibly, but before the white man 
could follow up his advantage the 
gong rang and Johnson looked over 
his opponent’s shoulder and grinned 
and joked at Corbett while Jeffries 
was Filling at his stomach in 
clinches. 

Much praise is given Tex Rickard, 
who pulled off the fight after count- 
less difficulties, and who, cool, calm 
and quick, with nervous aliveness, 
handled the vast crowd splendidly at 
his arena and wound up by refereeing 
the fight. 

Merely to enumerate the celebrities 
at the ringside would be to write a 
sporting directory of America—at 
least of the four hundred of sportdom, 
and of the many hundreds of 
near-four hundreds.

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An Avenger 


A Story of an Assassination 
by a Russian Nihilist 


By C. L. POINEER

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I was making a tour of Switzerland | 


on foot. All the luggage I had with 
me was strapped on my back, and in 
my hand I carried a light alpenstock. 
One morning I started from Inter- 
laken to walk to Thun. The road I 
took Jeads along the west bank of 
Lake Thun, or Thunder lake, one of 


the prettiest bodies of water in Swit- ‘ 


zerland. From the road one has a per- 
petual view of the Bernese Alps, the 
Kiger, the Monk and the Jungfrau. 
Whose snowy peaks rising high in the 
heavens may often be mistaken for 
light clouds. The suu was shining on 
the luke, over whose bosom the little 
Ssteainers ruaning between Interlaken 
und Thun louded with tourists were 
passing back and forth. 

Not far from Interinken the road 
passes through a tunnel in a perpendic- 
ular cliff that forms the bank of the 
lake. While walking through this tun- 
nel 1 caught up with a youth who. 
judging from his pack, was anaking a 
foot journey the same as I. He spoke 
to me in German, the language of that 
part of Switzerland, but | signified that 
I did not understand him, and he re- 
beeted his question in French. 

“How far is it, sir, to Thun?’ 

“Ten or twelve miles, I believe. 

Ile was inclined to let me go on 
ahead of him; but, preferring compa- 
ny, I adapted my gait to his. He was 
apparently not more than eighteen 
years old. No beard had yet started 
on his face. and his hair and complex- 
ion were fair. 1 took him for a Swede 
ora Norweginun. though such light hair 
and skin are conimon in northern Ger- 
mazoy. We walked on together, chat 
ting and enjoying the beautiful pan- 
orumia of the lake, the hills bevond and 
still bevond these the mountains, For 
awhile the voung man was guarded in 
his speech. He then discovered that 1 
was an American—he had supposed 
ine to be an Englishman—and = this 
seemed to awaken contidence, though® 
if was rather a fellow feeling, for be 
Kept me still in ignorance as to who 
he was or where he was going I 
knew, however, 
that he was highly educated and one 
e born to think 
onished at bis familiar 
ity with the various schools of philos- 
oply. That he was a dreamer as well 
as a thinker was apparent from ideas 
he advanced, which to me seemed a 
century ahead of the times. 

At Meiringen we halted for lunch- 
eon, eating sandwiches and drinking 
beer at a table under the trees in front 
of a hotel. We rested for an hour 
after luncheon, smoking, I my _ pipe, 
my companion cigarettes (the usual 
forin of a smoke in that country). 

The subject that most interested him 
was America and how to get there. I 
told him that it all depenged on where 
one started from and waited for him 
to tell me from what point he would 
begin. “The Riviera.” was his reply. 
Whereupon I informed him that from 
uny point on the Riviera—say Nice or 
Mentone—one might by a short rail- 
way journey reach Genoa, from which 
port steamers are constantly leaving 
for the United States. Ile seemed 
much interested in this and more so 
when 1 told him that I had engaged 
passaye by that route myself. When I 
asked him if he had any intention of 
visiting my country he replied that 
he had not. 

We reached Thun about 5 o'clock, 
and, after refreshing ourselves with a 
glass of beer in the gardens of the 
Kursaal, I went to my hotel, my com- 
panion going 1 knew not where. One 
meets all kinds of people traveling 
abroad, especially if one likes to form 
ucquiaintanuces as I do. Of all those 
1 have met in any of my tours the 
person who made the most impression 
upon me was the young philosopher 
abeut whom I learned nothing. 

1 went by rail from Thun to Paris, 
from there to Nice, and from Nice to 
Mentone. I found at Mentone General 
A., who had been minister of the 
interior in Russia. Indeed, I stopped 
in the same hotel with him. Those 
who knew told me that several at- 
tempts had been made upon his life 
revolutionists, or, as they were then 
culled. nihilists, and that he was close- 
ly guarded. During his incumbency 
in office he had sent huudreds of peo- 
ple to Siberia, besides those he had ex- 
ecuted. De bad been proseribed by 
the nibilists, they having vowed te 
kill him. I asked why he should dread 
his enemies so far from home and wat 
told that they could work to better 
advantage beyond the Russian borders 
than within them. In Russia the gov- 
erument could act direct. In other 
countries more or less red tape was 
necessary to arrest a suspect, and be- 
fore it could be done an assassination 
might take place. General, A. was 
spending a season at Mentone for his 
health, being afflicted with some nerv- 
ous disorder. It seemed to me that a 
man living in fear for his life would 
be likely to have nerve trouble. He 
was very regular in his habits, going 
eut to walk in the morning and to 
drive in the afternoon, always attend- 
ed by men in citizens’ dress, who 
closely eyed every one who approi ached 
him. 

Notwithstanding the precautions tak- 
en the general was assassinated at 
Mentove and at the time I was there. |

I went up to my room after dinner 
end, lighting a cigar, stood for a mo- 
ment at my window, which was on the 
north side of the hotel. Several build- 


ings were near, and from a window of | 


one of them I saw a puff of smolze and 
heard a crack. There was nothing 
to be seen in the window, for the 
blinds were closed. If a shot had been 
fired it must have been from between 


| the slats. 


The occurrence did not make much 
Impression on me, but an hour later, 
bn going downstalrs, I found the hotel 
proprietor, the servants, the guests, all 
horror stricken. On asking the cause 
I was told that General A. had been 


_shot by some one who had fired a bul- 


let into his room through an open win- 
dow. Upon asking the time the affair 
occurred I was told that it was about 
half past 8 

I knew perfectly well that I had 
secn the smoke of the weapon that had 
done the deed and could point out the 
window from which it had been fired, 
but I held my peace. Some one had 
revenged a l@ng list of barbarities yis- 
ifed upon those who had dared to at- 
tempt to build up an oppressed people, 
und Iwas not interested in taking any 
part in the affair. I inquired if it was 
known from what point the shot was 
fired and was told that it was believed 
it had come from a tree that grew 
near the general’s window. 3y this 
I knew that I was the only person who 
had witnessed the firing. By giving 
the information I possessed the police 
would have a description of the per- 
son or persons occupying the room 
from which the assassin had done the 
work, and they would be pretty sure to 
make the arrest. I confess, sympathiz- 
ing with the Russian revolutionists, I 
had no intention of enlightening them. 

I was pleased, however, possessing 
such a secret, that the time had come 
for me to leave Mentone. My steamer 
was due to sail from Genoa the next 
morning, and I took a night train for 
that city. I stood, shortly before sail- 
ing, on the upper deck looking at the 
swarm of people, some hurrying 
aboard, some going ashore, all infected 


by that bustle usual to a steamer about | 


to leave port.

At first I thought I would stop and 
ask her where we had met, but she 
turned her eyes away from me, and 1 
saw that either 1 had made a mistake 
in appearing that I had known her 
or she had no desire to continue the 
acquaintance.

I 
thought over every one I had met 
abroad—indeed, every one I had ever 
known—in order to discover if there 
was any with whom I had had trou- 
ble.

That was the end of the confidence 
she gave me. I did not wish her to 
give me any more. I knew all she 
could have told me. I wished that I 
did not know it lest I might be called 
upon to bear witness concerning it.

inferred. It is too terrible and too 
dangerous to be expressed in words. 

I saw something of the girl every 
day or so on shipboard, but when we 
feached port I did not think it safe to 
be seen with her. I did not see her 
when she left the ship. For several 
days I eagerly scanned the newspa- 
pers, dreading to read of her arrest. 
Since I did not and have heard noth- 
ing of her since, I have eoncluded that 
she landed without detection. What

The pugilistic world is prac- 
tically clean as far as heavyweight 
fighters are concerned. With the ex- 
ception of Johnson himself there is 
practically no heavywelght class. It 
is a thing of the past. 

There is one man only 
sporting authorities believe 
have a chance against the champion- 
ship title holder. That man is Sam 
Langford. But as Langford, too, is 
a negro, his winning from Johnson 
would not change the situation in any 
Besides, it is hardly possible 
that Johnson would agree to a match 
between himself and Langford. ‘The 
two have been at odds for some time, 
and Johnson has declared over and 
over again that he would have nothing 
to do with Langford, 

Unless there is some _ young, 
brawny giant white man hidden away 
in some dark corner of the earth who 
has never been heard of before and

COMMENTS ON THE FIGHT 


Rickard and Former Champlons Give 
Opinions of Contest at Reno

Miles Poindexter is an out and out 
insurgent whom the people of the 
state of Washington elected on a radi- 
cal platform. He has been a firm 
supporter of Roosevelt policies, es- 
pecially as related to conservation of 
national resources, which was the 
| basis of his platform when he ran for 
congress. 

Insurgents arrive here smiling, but 
excited. Presently they return from 
Sagamore Hill, with the smile still 
there, but with the excitement re- 
placed by placid confidence. It was 
so with Poindexter. At luncheon 
with Roosevelt they discussed the Bal- 
linger-Pinchot occurrence in detail in 
the course of their talk on the politi- 
cal status of the northwest.

HOUSEHOLD RECIPES, 


Raspberry Sirup. Mash five quarts | 
of red raspberries. Pour over them | 
One quart of vinegar, and let stand: 
from twenty-four to thirty-six hours, 
Stirring twice a day with a wooden 
spoon. Strain through cheesecloth. 
Measure the liquid and add one! 
pound of granulated sugar to one 
pint of juice. Boil twenty minutes, | 
skimming until clear. Bottle when} 
luke warm and cork tight. 


Jelly Cake. One cup sugar, two’! 
eggs, one teaspoonful vanilla, one 
cup of flour, one-half cup of butter,’ 
one-half cup milk ,three-quarters cup} 
pastry flour. Bake in two layers 
filling with any jelly to taste,

Stewed Beef Kidneys. Boil the} 
kidneys for several hours, changing | 
the water once or twice. Boil until | 
they are tender enough to run a pin 
through. Leave them all night in’ 
the broth in which they were cooked. 
The next morning cut them into fine 
pieces and put them into a stewpan 
with a little water, a pinch of salt, a 
dessertspoonful of butter and a little 
pepper. 


Spider Cake. One and two-thirds 
cupfuls of Indian meal, one-third | 
cupful of flour, two eggs, one-third 
cupful of sugar, one cupful of sweet, 
milk, one cupful of sour milk, with 
one teaspoonful of soda stirred into’ 
it; mix and turn into a hot spider in} 
which a piece of butter has _ been 
melted. Pour into the centre slowly 
one cupful of sweet milk, not stirring 
at all. Bake half an hour. 


Raspberry Shrub. Select only the 
best and ripest of blackcap rasp- 
berries and pour over them just 
enough of pure cider vinegar to cover’ 
Let the fruit stand in this for a day) 
or more in a cool place, then strain 
through a cheesecloth bag, squeezing | 
hard to extract every bit of juice.) 
Measure and to every pint of juice 
allow a pound of sugar. Boil five 
minutes, skim carefully, then bottle, 
sealing tightly. When ready to serve, 
add two tablespoonfuls of the shrub 
to each glass of cold water.

PNEUMATIC TIRE MARKS 
LOCOMOTION’S PROGRESS. 


But Edinburgh Cannot Decide Who> 
Was inventor. | 


The dispute arose about a statue. 
Who invented the pneumatic tire? To 
whom should Edinburgh give honor in 
bronze or marble—to R. W. Thom- 
son, who patented an air filled tire in 
1845, or to John Dunlop, who invented 
the pneumatic tire in 1888? The dis- 
pute carries the imagination back over 
one of the most astonishing episodes in 
industrial history. 

It was in 1845 that Thomson patent- 
ed the idea of affixing a “belt” filled 
with compressed air to the rim of a 
carriage wheel, and, although his in- 
vention never came into practical use, 
be showed great knowledge of the 


| good effects which would follow from 


the use of the pneumatic tire. 
Forty-three years later John Dunlop, 
without any knowledge of the Thom- 
son invention, patented a pneumatic 
tire. The safety bicycle had then come 


| into vogue, but its wheels were shod 
| with solid rubber tires. 


Mr. Dunlop's 
little son possessed a tricycle, and as 


| the Dunlops then lived in Belfast and 


the Irish roads were of very bad sur- 


| face this veterinary surgeon applied 


a rubber tube filled with compress- 
ed air, and it afforded such com- 
fort to the rider that Mr. Dunlop 


| brought the idea before adult cyclists,

NEW VEGETABLE !S SOUGHT. 


England Investigates Possibilities of 
Ground Nut. 

English horticulturists are turning 
attention to the possibility of finding a 
new vegetable in the ground nut, which, 
though of excellent flavor and whole- 
some for food, is disregarded by all but 
“pigs and children.”

THINKS IT TIME TO STOP 


Btage Coach Holdups and Murder 
Scenes Also Placed on LAS d 
List—Similar Sentiment In Many | 
Other Cities—Governor Dickerson 
Says It Was Clean Fight and Nevada 
Benefited Thereby 


Boston, July 7.—Massachusetts has 
joined in the nation-wide movement} 
to stop the exhibition of the motion 
pictures of the Jeffries-Johnson fight. 
Mayor Fitzgerald announced positively 
that the pictures must not be shown in 
Boston. The mayor also announced

“It’s about time,” Fitzgerald said, 
“that Boston should live up to her 
reputation of being ‘the Athens of 
America’ and ‘the centre of educa- 
tion.’ Movisg pictures of fights where 
one man is covered with blood and is 
nammered into insensibility by an- 
other man are not proper for display 
at public places where women and 
children—or any one, for that mat- 
ter—may go in and see them. The 
same is true of pictures of murders, 
stage coach hold-ups and other un- 
seemly events.” 

Action came quick all over the 
United States in barring the pictures. 
The district commissioner barred the 
pictures from the tational capital. 
Mayor Head barred the pictures from 
Louisville, and they were also barred 
in Harrisburg, Portsmouth, Va., 
Providence, Fort Worth and Austin, 
Tex., and Lexington, Ky. 

Bills have been introduced in both 
branches of the Georgia legislature to 
bar the Jeffries-Johnson fight pic- 
tures from the state. 

The secretary of the governor of 
Illinois has received word from the 
governor of that state, who {fs upon 
his vacation, that he is very glad that 
the movement against the pictures has 
started, and he gives it “his hearty 
approval and wishes its success 
throughout the country.” 

Mayor Herman of New Orleans re- 
versed his decision in relation to dis- 
playing Jeffries-Johnson pictures in 
that city and decided the films can- 
not be shown there.

When the Catherine M., a seaworthy 
thirty-five foot cruising launch, came 
alongside a Chicago dock recently she 
had finished a remarkable cruise of 
6,812 miles on river, ocean and lake in 
the exact runolng time of 855 hours 

and 58 minutes. 

Ralph M. Pearson, twenty-five years 
old, who is in the newspaper delivery 
business, built the boat and navigated 
her the entire distance. He and his 
mother were passengers. Their cruise 
took them down the old Illinois and 
Michigan canal, through the Mlinots 
and Mississippi rivers, along the gulf 
coast, through the keys of Florida to 
Miami, thence partly by {Inland water- 
ways and partly on the ocean to New 
York, up the Hudson, through the Erie 
canal and back to Chicago by way of 
the great lakes. 

The start from Chicago was made 
May 8, 1909, and only in two instances 
did the young navigator encounter seri- 
ous difficulty. The first was on July 
17, 1909, off Cape Romano, Fla., when 
a hurricane carried the boat twenty- 
flve miles out to sea, where it strug- 
gled with the storm during the great- 
er part of the night, but finally got 
safe into anchorage among the keys. 
In the middie of Lake Erie the craft 


sprung a leak in a choppy sea and for

freight to New York annually, 

Vlans are already afoot. to provide 
a short cut for the barges from the 
Hudson by way of the Harlem river to 
Flusbing bay and thence by a canal 
eight miles long across the western 
end of Long Island to Jamaica bay, 
thus avoiding the congested waters of 
New York harbor and incidentally 
avoiding also possible rough water in 
the lower bay. 


FIND USES FOR SAWDUST. 


Alcchol, 


Fuel and Powder Ingredient 
Among Discoveries. 

Spruce and pine sawdust, thrown 
aside by American millmen as worth- 
less. commands a steady price in Nor- 
way. There it is ground into holzmehl, 
or wood flour, kiln dried. packed 4in 


‘sacks made {n America for the pur- 


pose and sold to linoleum and blast- 
{ng powder manufacturers. It sells 
for about $12 a ton, aud in 1907 the 
exports of this material from Norway 
were valued at nearly $80,000. 

In France a new process, which is 
said to have proved successful, is em- 
tloyed in extracting an excellent grade 
tf alcohol from sawdust. About twen- 
ly-seven and a half gallons of alcohol 
nnd forty-two pounds of acetic acid are 
extracted from each long ton of saw- 
dust, while the residue is sold for fuel 
In briquet form. 

As the latter process is patented in 
the United States it is hoped that it 
will be placed in operation here and 
that the sawdust now thrown into 
trout streams will be utilized for a 
more worthy purpose.

Woman Elected President of 
Educational Association 


MUCH EXCITEMENT PREVAILS 


Mrs. Young of Chicago Wins Over 
Snyder of Colorado, the Latter Be- 
ing the Choice of Nominating Com- 
mittee—Brought About by Adoption 
of Minority Report, by Vote of 617 
to 376, Nominating Woman 


Boston, July 8.—Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, superintendent of the Chicago 
public schools, was elected president 
of the National Educational associa- 
tion amid scenes of disorder and ex- 
citement. The New Old South church 
was packed and the heat was stifling. 

While the name of Z. X. Snyder, 


‘superintendent of the Colorado state 


schools, had been agreed upon as 
against that of Mrs. Young by the 
regular committee on nominations, 


‘the sentiment of the convention was 


so overwhelmingly in favor of the 
woman that, after a long and bitter 
fight, a minority report substituting 
her name for that of Snyder was 
adopted. 

It was announced amid the greatest 
tension that the vote stood 617 to 376 
Then con- 
fusion reigned and women stood on 
the pews and screamed and cheered, 
while the men, beaten to a finish, 
were quiet and dejected. This is the 
first time a woman has ever been 
president of the N. E. A. 

It is the first time in the forty-eight 
years the National Educational asso- 
ciation has been in existence that the 
report of the nominating committee 
for president was disregarded. 

When 1000 persons crowded into the 
church yesterday afternoon the report 
of the nominating committee naming 
Snyder for president and Mrs. Young 
as vice president was made. 

Immediately Miss Catherine D. Blair 
of New York presented a minority re- 


| port in which the name of Mrs. Young 


was substituted for that of Snyder as 
president and Snyder's for that of 
Mrs. Young as a vice president. Miss 
Blair spoke eloquently for the minor- 


| ity report. 


This was at 18:30 o'clock. It was 


| not until 2:20 that the final, decisive 


vote was taken. During the interval 
there was a bitter wrangle as to how 
the vote should be taken. Twelve 
tellers went from pew to pew polling 
the occupants. 

President Joyner presided. Motions 
and counter-motions were made. Ir- 
win Shepard, the national secretary, 
was instructed by the convention to 
cast one vote for the report as amend- 
ed, to elect Mrs. Young president and 
Snyder vice president.

Thousands of Nicaraguans Ordered

Washington, July 8.—A repetition

This order was published in a Man- 
agua newspaper and transmitted to 
the state department here. 


SULLY IS FINED $3800 


“Cotton King” Must Settle For Dis- 
obeying Order of Court 

White Plains, N. Y., July 8.— 
Daniel Sully, long known as the “Cot- 
ton King,” was declared in contempt 
of court by Justice Mills of the state 
supreme court and ordered to pay a 
fine of $3800 and $40 costs. 

The cause grew out of Sully’s fail- 
ure several years ago, when William 
M. Black, a judgment creditor, ob- 
tained a court order restraining Sully 
from paying out aay money until the 
sult of Black had been settled. 

Black contended that Sully had 
committed contempt in paying $4600 
to his (Sully’s) wife after the order 
had been issued.

Turner is the owner of a large stock | 


farm near Albany, N. Y., and in days 
gone by was a horse trader on the road 
and a showman as well. Entering 
Greenwich, he had just won a wager of 
$100 made to show that 
science of horse trading was still a 
live one ff the right man with the right 
shrewdness and activity got into it. 


Takes Two Days For Test. 

The conditions of his bet were that 
he should start from Stamford, Conn., 
with a capital of $30, tramp about the 
| country in the old fashioned way and 

return to Stamford in two days with 

$100 profit to show in horse trading. 

A guest asserted that with the auto- 
mobile and trolley interest in horse 
flesh was almost dead and that the old 
fashioned trader would find pickings 
so dry he'd starve {f he tried bis voca- 
tion in these days. Turner dented that, 
and the wager was laid. 

Turner left Stamford with Happy at 
his heels and the $30 in a money belt 
round his body, under his clothing. in 
the fashion be bad used to earry his 
money a generation ago. He walked 
eighteen miles to Mount Kisco, looked 
over horses and bought for $20. 
He moved cn to Milwood with the 
horse and there met Harry Gedney. 
He traded the horse with Gedney for 
another animal and $10 to boot, 

Going back to Mount Kisco, he sold 
his new possession for $85 to a Mr. 
Williams. Then he moved on to Tar- 
rytown and there bought a horse for 
$40. At Pleasantville he sold that 
steed to a Danbury man for another 
horse and $50. 

Trades Back and Forth. 

Next he exchanged his latest acquist- 
tion for another, nag that the head of 
the Brace Farm School For Boys de- 
sired greatiy to lose. Turner valued 
this animal at $300 and wanted to keep 
him, but the provisions of his wayer 
called for him to keep on trading. He 
laid his plans accordingly, and in the

Boston, July 9.—The movement to 
bar the motion pictures of the Jef-| 
fries-Johnson fight, which had its in- 


ception in Boston under the manage- 
ment of William Shaw, secretary of 
the United Society of Christian En- 
deavor, not only won success {n Bos-| 
ton, but has spread throughout the) 
entire world, word coming from Eng- | 
land, Caleutta and Melbourne that! 
protests against the exhibition have 
been made and will probably be suc- 
cessful. | 

Governor Drapter has replied to 
Shaw that the question {fs one over 
; which he has no jurisdiction, the 
statutes placing the matter in the 
hands of the mayors of cities. 

Several more messages from 
ernors expressing sympathy with the 
movement were received by Shaw. In 
several instances where the governors 
have said they had no legal poawver to 
prevent the exhibition, they have sald 
they would use all their influence to 
have local authorities stop them. 

B. F. Keith, the vaudeville man- 
ager, has issued orders to the manag- 
ers of his various theatres throughout 
the country that under no circum- 
stances would he allow any moving 
pictures of the Jeffries-Johnson con- 
test to be exhibited in any theatre in 
which he is interested. 

Dispatches from Chicago quote 
George Kleine, Willlam Selig and 
George A. Spoor, members of the 
moving picture syndicate, as saying: 
“No effort will be made to show the 
pictures in any city or town where ad- 
verse legislation has been taken. It 
will not be necessary to get out in- 
junctions, for this combine does not 
propose to buck against the law of any 
city or state.

Boston, July 11.—One man is dy-

use of a revolver by Patrolman Den- 
nis O'Leary in Charlestown. 

William Deegan, aged 22, married 
and living in Somerville, {gs the man 


who is dying from a bullet wound in ; 


the intestines. His stepbrother, 
Robert J. Verner, of Somerville, and 
married, has a bad wound in the 
groin, and John Anderson of Somer- 
ville has a bullet hole clear through 
his foot. 

Albert Johnson of this city is un- 
der arrest, charged with aiding Dee- 
gan in resisting arrest. 

The excitement caused by the 
shooting drew a crowd of several 
hundred to the vicinity of Chelsea and 
Medford streets. 

Patrolman O’Leary had _ arrested 
Deegan and was taking him to a box 
when, without a 
he drew his revolver and began blaz- 
ing away at the crowd. He fired four 
shots in all. Three of them found a 
human target. The fourth spent it- 
self against the wall of the navy yard. 

Patrolman O'Leary narrowly 
caped a had beating from a crowd of 


es- 


infuriated men and boys who gath- 
ered around the officer after the 
shooting, threatening him with all 


kinds of harm. 

According to the police O'Leary was 
being roughly handled by the crowd 
and pulled his revolver to defend his 
life. 

The three men shot were in com- 


pany with friends, standing on the 
Chelsea bridge last evening. They 


had just returned from a day’s outing 
at Peddock’'s island, and had returned 
in the naphtha launch “The Limit,” 
managed by Johnson. 

When it came time to separate 
Johnson notified the men that, as he 
had been prepared for a company of 
twenty men and had bought provisions 
and refreshments for that number, he 
stood to lose $3.50. 

As each man had 


paid 


the deficiency between them. 

They were arguing the matter out 
and had paused on the Chelsea bridge 
to make final disposition of the mat- 
ter when along came O'Leary. 

“Come, get to out of here,” 
was reported to be O'Leary’s 
greeting. 

Deegan, who is a little fellow, re- 


plied: “Wait a minute; we're settling | 


up things. 

O'Leary again ordered the men to 
move, and when they did not start 
quickly enough to suit him made an 
offensive remark to them and Deegan 
replied in kind. 

Then O'Leary jumped for Deegan, 
and pulling his club, struck Deegan 
twice with it over the head. The 
club split open Deegan's head and set 
the blood to flowing freely. 
O'Leary started 
bridge tn the direction of the call box. 

Deegan’s half-brother, Verner, when 
he saw O'Leary strike Deegan witb 


; the club cried out: “That ain’t right, 


old man,’ 
trolman’s 


and this attracted the pa- 
notice to him. 

Verner was joined by another com- 
panion, and the two men ran to the 
side of the officer, and, as he was 
pushing the arrested Deegan to the 
call box, began arguing with the offi- 
cer to effect Deegan’s release. 

One word led to another, and while 
the discussion was going on someone 
snatched away the officer's short club. 
Then, according to eyewitnesses, 
O'Leary pulled his revolver and told 
Verner and his friends if they didn’t 
stop trying to get Deegan away from 
him he would shoot someone. 

Meanwhile a crowd of young men 
hostile to O'Leary closed in and a mix- 
up began. According to the police, 
O'Leary was struck several times and

Deegan fell to the ground, bleeding 
profusely from a shot wound in the 
abdomen. Verner got shot in the right 
froin and Anderson was shot in the 
foot. 

When the crowd saw O'Leary mean 
business and saw the men falling all 
around them, they broke away from 
who pulled Deegan from 
the place where he lay to the patrol 
box and sent in the riot call. 

When the reserves reached the 
scene they began to disperse the 
crowd, but so inflamed had the hun- 
dreds, many of them women, become, 
that it was not until several minutes 
had elapsed before the angry crowd 
dispersed.

Says He Could Not “Come Back” and 
Has No Excuse to Offer—Nothing to

Los Angeles, July 11.—James J. 


Jeffries submitted to his first inter- 
view here since the fight at Reno on 
the Fourth.

I might have beaten 
Johnson six years ago, but I don’t be- 
lieve I ever could again. 

“I have no excuses to 
couldn’t come back, that’s all there is 
to it.

New York, July 11.—Butter and 
eggs are now stored in the ware-| 
houses of New York and vicinity in 
greater quantities than ever before at 
this time of year. Last year’s figures

ceeded by the “totals of the present 
month. Butter is now higher than it 
has been in July of any other year 
since the Civil war. 

A report from twenty-nine of the 
thirty-two food warehouses in the 
metropolitan district shows that 2,-| 
234,000 cases, each containing thirty 
dozens of eggs, are now in storage, 
while a year ago the total was 1,911,- 
000 cases. i 

All the egg prices will be increased | 
when the eggs are taken from 
warehouses for consumption next fall | 
and winter.

She will be 
sent to San Francisco, where she will 
be used as a naval museum. For four- 
teen years she has been the home of 


the First naval battalion, naval re- | 


serve of New Jersey, and during all 
that time she has been moored to piers 
at Hoboken, N, J. 

For several years the Jersey sailors 
have been cramped for room on the old 
wooden sea fighter, and the United 


States government has given to them | 
the monitor Tonopah, a more modern *

Conspicuous In the Mexican War. 
The state of California has been very 


anxious to obtain the old sloop, for she | 


was one of the most active craft in the 
Mexican war, and it was through her 
efforts as a blockader that California 
Was annexed to the Union. On her ar- 
rival in San Francisco harbor the 
Portsmouth will be moored at the foot 
of one of the principal streets. She 
/ Was built in 1843 in the New Hamp- 
shire city whose name she _ bears. 
Three years later she broke into fame, 
in June, 1846, at the outbreak of the 
Mexican war, when her commander, 
John B. Montgomery, took possession 
of the harbor of San Francisco, in 
which she was the first United States 
warship to enter. 

In August, 1846, the Portsmouth 
took part in the engagement which re- 
sulted in the capture of Los Angeles 
on the 13th of the month. Later she 
figured in the capture of Monterey. 
The next year (1847), In October, her 
guns and those of the United States 
steamer Congress bombarded the city 
of Guayamas, which was reduced in a 
few hours. 

After the close of the trouble with 
Mexico Captain Andrew H. Foote was 
placed in command of the Portsmouth 


> and ordered to China to put an end to 


the attacks of the Chinese on Amer!- 
can ships. At that time the Chinese 
treated all English speaking countries 
as enemies. 

The big black ship, her sides bris- 
ting with guns, kept the Chinese quiet 
for a time, but there were occasional 
outbreaks, in suppressing one of which 
Captain Foote himself led his men in 
person. 

Earned Title of the “Black Devil.” 

It was on Nov. 15, 1856, that Captain 
Foote was in a cutter crossing the har- 
bor of Canton when one of the Chinese 
forts opened fire. The fact that the 
American flag was flying made no dif- 


ference to the orientals, and when the | 
fire was taken up by another fort Cap- 


taln loote found himself in danger of 
a furious crossfire of grape and canis- 
ter. 


Returning to the Portsmouth, Cap- , 


tain Foote took up a position in front | 


of the forts and opened fire, soon si- 
lencing the Chinese guns. More than 
500 Chinese were killed, and the lesson 
was so salutary that never again were 
Americans in danger. 


City 


Through this engagement the Ports- 


mouth earned her title of the “Black 
Devil.” This was carried until after 
the civil war. During the rebellion 
she was rather inactive, her principal 
service being at the blockade of the 
Mississippi by Farragut. 

After the civil war, having become 
antiquated by the advent of fronclads 
and no further opportunities present- 
ing themselves for her to distinguish 
herself, she lay at anchor at the navy 
yard until the Jersey naval reserve 
wanted her, and she was turned over 
to it for a training ship. Tor several 
years she was moored at the foot of 
Fourth street, Hoboken, and later was 
taken to her last berth at the foot of 
Fifteenth street. She is 989 tons. Ful- 
ly equipped, she carried twenty-two 
guns and a crew of 161. The Tonopah, 
which is expected to arrive within a 
few weeks, will be moored at the same 
place, and the Portsmouth will be sent 
to the New York navy yard to be pre- 
pared for her long voyage.

TAKES BRAINS TO RUN. 


Sheppard Says Fellow Can't Break 
Record With Feet and Legs. 
When a fellow learns how to run— 
when he breaks records—you can be 
sure that he does not do all with his 
fect and legs,” remarked Melvin Shep- 

pard recently. 

“There is only one way to run in 
record time, and that is for the fellow 
who is attempting the feat to use bis 
brain,” continued peerless Mel. “Some 
acquire the necessary trait, but I have 
always found that calculating out just 
how and when to run came natural to 
me; that’s the reason why I lowered 
Ion Meyer's figures for the 660 yard 
run and beat the world’s mark estab- 
lished by Lunghi for the 700 yard run. 

“There’s nothing to it! I’ve trained 
more faithfully within the past few 
weeks than ever before, but I could 
never run as well as I did the other 
day just on the strength I have gath- 
ered since starting conscientious work. 
It was just that I have the natural gift 
of knowing when to do the running 
that counts in a race that gave me the 
two new records,” said Sheppard. 

Sheppard, running against a cold, 
damp, penetrating wind, created two 
new world’s records recently that will 
probably stand for years to come. At 
the G60 yard mark he broke the tape 
in 1 minute 21 2-5 seconds, just three- 
fifths of a second faster than Meyers 


traveled the distance twenty-eight 
years ago. At 700 yards Sheppard 


crossed the line 1 minute 26 4-5 sec- 
onds, which was exactly three-fifths of 
a second better than Lunghi’s record.

IN DISPUTE 


Does Gity of Boston or Quin- 
cy Own Land at Squantum — 


It is perhaps not generally known 
outside of the stone walls of City Hall 
that a large tract of land at Squantum 
upon wirich the City of Boston has re- 
cently issued permits to campers, is 
now owned by the City of Quincy by 
virtue of tax titles. 

There has long been a squabble over 
this property between the two cities 
as to whether or not it should ~ be 
taxed. The City of Quincy claims 
that it should be and has levied a tax 
upon it. Several years ago the ques- 
tion came up for considerable dispute 
and the City of Boston refused to pay 
the assessinent. 

Then the property was advertised 
for sale by the tax collector and was 
purchased by the city. Unless this is 
taken up inside of two yea7s and the! 
tax and interest paid the property ve- 
verts back to the City of Quiney. The 
two year limit expires this year. It 
has been reported at City Hall that 
the City of Boston intended to pay up 
but has not done so as yet. 

A new phase has been reached in 
the situation however by an order re- 
cently passed by the City Council of 
Boston, appropriating $500 for the in- 
stallation of a system of sanitaries and 
water supply.

Corporation Counsel 
Babson gives the opinion that if Bos-| 
ton ever questions the validity of the! 
tax deeds which the city of Quincy 
holds the matter will hinge on the 
question of whether the land was 
held by Boston in good faith fora pub- 
lic use, or for revenue or for sale. He 
says the fact that the city leased it to 
campers would be evidence that it 
was held for revenue and he 
mends that it be sold at once and 
nothing done to improve it. 

It wasrin the fall of 1908 that Tax 
Collector Carey sold the land of the 
City of Boston at Squantum for taxes. 
The amount due the city at that time 
from 1894 to and including the tax of 
1907 was $7,136.74. To this should be 
added the tax of 1908 amounting to 
$487.90, which will also have to be 
paid when the tax title is taken up by 
the City of Boston. There is also due 
the tax of 1909 whieh is charged to the 
City of Quincy, who hold the tax title. 

The two years’ limit on the tax title, 
that is, the time the City of Boston 
has to redeem the land, expires some- 
time in August. It was during Mayor 
Hibbard’s term as Mayor of Boston 
that Assessor Adams tried to arrange 
for the redeeming of title but May- 
or Hibbard went out of office before 
the matter was cleaned up.

Charges of Congressman Martin 
Which Will Bring About a Con- 
gressional Investigation. 


By ROBERTUS LOVE. 
IXTEEN years ago a locomotive 
fireman in Missouri, now a first 
teriu member of congress from 
Colorado, John <A. Martin of 
Pueblo seems to be getting up steam 
for a record run of land graft charges 
Which he declares will involve the 
sugar trust, the attorney general of 
the United States and the bureau of 
insular affairs, that branch of the war 
lepartment which has to do with the 
idministration of the 
lands. The Martin engine of accusa- 
tion takes a straight air line shoot 
across the Pacific with the 
friar lands of the archipelago as stop- 
ping point. 

Congressman Martin charges in ef- 
fect that the San Jose friar estate of 
about 55,000 acres was sold to an 
igent of the sugar trust as the result 
af an opinion from Attorney General 
George W. Wickersham, whose law 
firm represented the trust at the time 
he entered the Taft cabinet. Mr. Mar- 
tin, under his own signature, is prod-

“In reference to the statement of 
Congressman Martin, published in one 
of the morning papers, in recnurd to 
the alleged interest of the American 
Sugar Refining company In the Philip- 
pines, Congressman Martin must have 
been misinformed. The American 
Sugar Refining company has not now 
nnd never has had any interest, direct- 
ly or indirectly. in any lands in the 
Philippines. nor has it at any time 
tought to acquire such interest. One 
vf the directors of the company did 
purchase land on his own account, 
without the knowledge of or consult- 
Ing with the other directors, as he 
‘onsidered the matter purely per- 
sonal. 

“The company does not contemplate 
any investments whatever in the 
Philippines.” 

The crux of the Martin crusade lies 
n the fact that the organic law of 
the Philippine archipelago, enacted by 
®ngress in 1902, provides that individ- 
1als shall be limited to the acquire- 
nent of forty acres and corporations 
xr associations to 2,500 acres of the 
public domain of the islands. When, 
last January, Mr. Martin read in a 
newspaper that the entire San Jose 
friar estate had been sold to a repre- 
sentative of the Havemeyer sugar in- 
terests and that the attorney general

had rendered an opinion to the effect 
that these friar lands were not subject 
to the limitations put by congress upon 
Philippine public lands he proceeded to 
get busy at once and inquire into the 
whys and wherefores of the sale of 
55,000 acres in one bunch. 

Congressmin Murtin’s efforts brought 
about, late in the session, the appoint- 
ment of a congressional committee to 
go to the islands and make a thorough 
investigation and report, 

John A. Martin is known in Colorado 
as a forensic fighter of the strenuous 
stripe. le is young—only forty-two— 
and represents a district which in- 
cludes the greater part of the area of 
his state. He is a Democrat who over- 
came a large Republican plurality at 
his election in the fall of 1908. He 
made a spellbinding speaking tour of 
the forty-four counties in his district, 
and it was predicted by his friends 
that in the event of his election he 


would be heard from nationally. He |

Now the Nemesis of the sugar trust 
has returned to Colorado to make a 
hard fight for re-election, but he de- 
clares that, whether he stays in con- 
gress or not, be will continue his cru- 
sade for the protection of the Filipino 
lands from exploitation. Originally, it 
is sald, he was an expansionist, but 
since having made a study of the 
problem he has become a restrictionist. 
But his present fight appears to be 
upon his construction of the organic 
law relating to the islands, the con- 
gressman believing that the corporate 
interests have sought a loophole and 
apparently have found it in the attor- 
ney general's opinion that the organic 
law as to land acquirement Hmitatious 
does not extend to the friar lands. Mr. 
Martin’s contention is that the law 
covers all public lands in the archipel- 


ago. 
Chairman Olmsted Cautious. 


The chairman of the committee on 
insular affairs of the house of repre- 
sentatives, Congressman Martin E. 
Olmsted, says regarding Congressman 
Murtin’s statements as to the disposi- 
tion of the friar lands: 

“It would be manifestly improper for 
me to comment on Mr. Martin's inter- 
view. He will have ample opportunity 
ta present to the committee any facts 
In his possession. 

“The principal question appears to 
be one of construction of law. The 
United States acquired about 60,000,- 
000 acres of land from Spain. This It 
practically gave to the people of the 
Philippines, stipulating, however, that 
no one person should be permitted to 
acquire more than sixteen hectares, 
about forty acres. 

“Congress also authorized the Phil- 
ippine government to buy the so called 
friar lands, amounting to about 400,- 
000 acres, issue bonds to pay for them 
and sell the lands and apply the pro- 


| were but as sounding brass. 


ceeds to the payment of the bonds. Is 
the Philippine government limited to 
the sale of forty acres to any one per- 
son? That is the disputed question. 
The attorney general of the Philip- 
pines, the attorney general of the 
United States and other good lawyers 
hold that the limitation applies only to 
the lands acquired by the United States 
from Spain and not to the friar lands, 
which were purchased by the Philip- 
pines with their own money. Mr. Mar- 
tin takes a different view. So does 
Moortield Story of Boston. Personally 
I have expressed no opinion and shall 
not until the committee reports.” 
Whatever may be the merits or the 
demerits of Mr. Martin's charges, it is 
significant that Secretary of War Dick- 
inson and General Edwards, chief of 
the bureau of insular affairs, have 
started for the Philippines to make a 
personal inquiry into the matter of the 
sale of the friar lands. Their subordi- 
nates at Washington, in charge during 
their absence, observe a policy of strict 
neutrality. They have nothing tosay, 
being perfectly willing to await the re- 
sult of the committee's investigations. 


Exploitation Long Exyccted. 

When, a dozen years ago, the United 
States acquired the Philippine archi- 
pelago as the result of a brief but glo- 
rious war against Spain loud mouthed 
Tumors were heard in the land to the 
effect that the fertile acreage of the 
Filipino people would be “exploited” 
by American trust interests.

21,000,000 SPINDLES IDLE 


Represents 75 Percent of Total Num- 
ber In the United States 
Boston, July 13.—Figures just se- 
cured by the mill interests show that, 
as a result of the July shutdown, the 
percentage of idle cotton spindles in! 
the United States is larger than at any 

time since the Civil war. 

The figures give the total number 
of spindles in the country as 28,000,- 
000. Of this number it is estimated 
that 21,000,000 are idle. Thus @5 
percent of the spindles in the United 
States have been idle since the Fourth.

By this time he had ascended to a 
height of 125 feet. Almost immedi- 
ately after the first signs of trouble 
were noticed the aeroplane turned a 
complete somersault and then plunged 
straight down. Rolls attempted to 
extricate himself, but the drop was 
too swift. The edge of the machine 
caught him as the two came to the 
ground together and fatally crushed 
him. His limbs and skull were frac- 
tured and he died within a few mo- 
ments after the aeroplane was lifted 
from his body.

To what do I owe my success @s 4 | 


ball player? There are two answers 
to this question. The first is that lam 
heart and soul in the game and, sec- 
ond, because I am always trying to 
improve on my playing. I am always 
practicing, aud, you know, practice 
makes perfect. Take, for instance, 
when I have a batting slump. I don’t 
worry about it. I just get out in the 
mornings at the ball park and prac- 
tice hitting against all kinds of twirl- 
ing. I like to stand up to the plate 
and whale away at every old kind of 
pitching. Some of the boys are easy 
to bit, while others are not. It all 
helps me to recover my batting eye. 

Southpaw pitchers gave me consid- 
erable trouble at one time, but that 
was before I entered the big league. 
They never even bother me nowadays. 
Just watch me at the plate and you'll 
learn the reason in a minute. Against 
a right handed twirler I crowd the 
rubber and step Into a curve before It 
breaks. Against a southpaw I drop 
back as far as possible and walt for 
the curve to break. Getting down to 
figures, I should say that I stand four 
feet closer to a right handed pitcher 
than I do to a left hander.

CAREER 0 OF MRS. R. H. SAVAGE 


Distinguished Author’s Widow, Who 
Was Well Known as a Lecturer. 

Mrs. Richard Henry Savage. widow 
of the celebrated author and soldier 
and herself well known as a lecturer 
and critic, who recently died in her 
home at New York, was the daughter 
of a court chamberlain in Potsdam, 
Germany, and an intimate of many of 
the. present royal heads of Europe. 
She was Josephine Schuble, daughter 
of Charles Schuble, one of the “kitch- 
en cabinet” of the father of the pres- 
ent emperor of Germany. When the 
present emperor was born Mrs. 
age, then Miss Schuble, was a mature 
young woman, and she delighted in 
earrying the young prince around in 
her arms. At the time of her death 
Mrs. Savage was sixty-seven years old. 

For the last thirty years she had 
been identified with movements for 
woman's rights. Five years ago she 
added lecturing to her other occupa- 
tions, having already gained note as 
a writer. She belonged to the Eclee- 
tic, Sorosis, Entertainment and other 
women's clubs. 

Mrs. Savage had had a remarkably 
interesting career. At the age of six- 
teen she was married in Germany to 
Gustave Schuble, a cousin, and several 
years before the civil war the young 
couple came to America to look after 
cotton plantations in which they were 
jointly interested. ‘The husband died 
shortly afterward in this country, and 
the young widow became a great fa- 
vorite in Washington soctety. 

In 1873 Mrs. Schuble married Rich- 
ard Heury Savage, a young army of- 
ticer, who, after his retirement with 
the rank of major, entered upon a bril- 
Mant Hterary career. He volunteered 
at the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war and received a commission as 
colonel. He died QOct. 11, 1903. Mrs. 
Savage then continued her husband's 
work in the Hterary field. 

In her life in the capital and the 
large cities of the United States and 
Europe Mrs. Savage met many of the 
distinguished Sas of her time. All 
the presidents since Lincoln, Prince 
Bismarck, Count Tolstoy, Victor Hugo 
and others more or less distinguished 
were her friends.

BATSMEN TAKE 
LESS OF A CHANCE

In Old Days Pitchers Would Go 
Far to Gain Advantage,

IT'S VERY DIFFEREKT NOW.

Even With the Change In Method the 
Batter Is In Danger—Many Instances 


Where Being Hit by Ball Affects 
Playing Ability. 


When Frank Chance, manager of the 
Chicago Nationals, was struck on the 
head by a ball hurled by Pitcher Gas- 
per of Cincinnati recently it recalled 
the fact thut muny star baseball play- 
ers have lost their effectiveness through 
being hit by thrown balls. 

That more batsmen are not injured 
by being hic by pitched balls speaks 
well for the skill of the present day 
pitcher. In the old days the pitcher 
would not infrequently let one go 
Straight at the batter’s head in order 
to drive him away from the plate. 
Such a proceeding is rare nowadays 
Working the edges of the plate seems 
Never- 
theless the fire the batter faces is dan- 
gerous. 

One of the worst cases of bead hit- 
ting was that of Hugh Jennings, now 
manager of the Detroit club, by Amos 


Rusie. Jennings, with Baltimore then, 
Was noted for his ciose hugging of 


the plate and his willirgness to ae- 


yeept a base by being hit by the pitch- 


er. He relied upon his quickness of 
eye to minimize the effect of the blow. 
Rusie had a wide, jumping curve ball. 
Jennings was willing to turn- his 
shoulder, accept a Ceflecting blow or 


let it hit his shirt front ‘or the slack | 


of his knickerbockers. He could do 
this with pitchers of average curve, 
but Rusie’s curve was too sharp in the 
break and too fast for him to avoid 
Jennings stood close and got one full 
{n the head. He fell flat. lor four 
days his life was despaired of, but a 
powerful constitution pulled = him 
through, though be never was the 
same nervy man again at the plate, 
and it was months before he could 
play. 

Jennings, by the way, Is an extreme- 
ly durable person. While at Cornell 
he dived face first against the concrete 
bottom of an empty swimming tank. 
The man is a marvel of vitality and 
energy. He sustained two shocks that 
would have killed the average man, 
yet he is as full of energy today as a 


| dynamo. 


Roderick Wallace, the famous infield- 
er of the Browns, had his batting effi- 
ciency seriously and permanently im- 
paired twelve years ago when he was 
hit in the head by a ball thrown by 
“Chick” Fraser, who was then with 
the Louisville club. Wallace was 
knecked flat. and it was many days 
before he went to bat again. A con- 
stitution of fron enabled him to with- 
stand the shock, but he never wags 
quite the same hitter afterward. 

Dan Hoffman, the center fielder of 
the Browns, was the victim of a fear- 
ful blow at the bands of Jesse Tanne- 
hill, then with Boston, some years 
ago. Hoffman was at the time deemed 
the most promising young player In 
the American league. He was having 
his first season, and a brilliant one it 
was, One day he made a triple, a dou- 


| ble and a single against Tannehill in 


three trips to the plate. The fourth 


{time up Tannehill hity him a terrific 
blow over the right “eye. It almost 


killed the trained and muscular young 
athlete. Hoffman lay as if dead, and 
it was four days before he recovered 


consciousness. Then his nerves were 
ruined. From 170 pouuds he declined 
to 128. He could not sleep or eat for 


six months, and the following season 


ihe had to get along as best he could 


with only one eye. Hoffman says that 
it has taken him six years to get back 
his full strength. He has never been 
able to hit left handed pitchers since 
the day be was hurt. Now, six years 
after, Hoffman is at the mercy of the 
average left handed pitcher. 

Johnnie Lush, the star pitcher of the 
Cardinals, was hit by Andy Coakley on 
the neck and all but killed. His neck 
has never been straight since that 
time, and for years his health was se- 
riously impatred. 

Roger Bresnahan was hit and severe- 
ly hurt by Jack Taylor in 1904. For 
a long time after this Injury Bresna- 
han wore a semi-mask that protected 
the exposed side of his head against 
the pitcher. 

Hundreds of lesser lights have been 
hit and injured to a degree less seri- 
ous than those mentioned. It all goes 
to show that baseball is not without 
its great dangers, especially to men at 
the bat. Most of the injuries on the 
field have come about through colli- 
sions between fielders, such as the one 
that cost the life of “Hub” Collins. 
Collins’ fatal collision was with Harry 
Stovey at Boston many years ago. 

Batted balls injure very few play- 
ers, though the way men hit them 
about in practice would often make 
one wonder that accidents are not 
more frequent. The most notable ac- 
cident of this sort was when Schriver 
of Pittsburg hit William Hart of the 
same club on the chin with a ball bet- 
ted in practice. The drive shattere? 
Hart’s jaw. It was wired up again. 
Hart is nuw fifty years old and is rat- 
ed high among the pitchers of the 


Southern league.

The balloon, 
which was of the non-rigid type, had 
just been made over preparatory to 
the establishment of a passenger ser- 
vice between Elberfeld and nearby 
points.

Oscar Erbsloeh had made many 
daring and successful balloon flights.

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CANNON WITH LIQUID 
SPRINGS IS SENSATION. 


Wonderful Target Work Achieved by 
British Invention. 


A new cannon with IHquid springs. 
which is said to have achieved unpre- 
cedented results, is shortly to be de- 
livered to the British war office from 
the Elswick firm of Sir W. E. Arm 
strong, Whitworth & Co. The experi 
ments which have recently been car 
ried out at Silloth, Cumberland, are 
said to have resulted in the weapon 
answering every call made upon it 
and to have more than realized the 
expectations of the inventors. 

The gun is a 14.8 pounder, similar 
{in make to the latest pattern breech- 
loading guns, with the exception thut 
In this latter springs are used in the 
recoil apparatus, These have been 
done away with completely in the new 
weapon, and a liquid, which is the 
firm’s patent, and air have been sub- 
stituted in the recoil cylinders. 

By this means it has been proved 


| possible for the gun to remain in the 


same position while ten shots are be 
ing fired. The gun needs only laying 
once to insure this feat, and while the 
experiments were in progress all the 
shots hit the object aimed at. In fact, 
five of the shots went through prac 
tically the same hole in the bullseye, a 
remarkable result, never achieved be 
fore in the annals of gunnery. 

In place of the two recoil cylinders 
on the gun carriage which carries the 
running out reds and springs there are 
five chambers containing the liquid 
and air. 


FULLER LIKED BOILED DINNER 


Late Chief Justice Also Smoked Cheap 
Cigars. 

The New England boiled dinner and 
other dishes, like pork and beans, boil- 
ed codfish and pumpkin pie, best ap- 
pealed to his appetite.

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Ballots ‘hat Ask Foo! Questions. 

The Short Ballot organization. which 
advocates making all little offices in 
state and city governments appointive 
instead of elective, so as to make poll- 
tics easy for every citizen to master, 
has issued a list of eccentric instances 
of offices that are elective by popular 
vote. 

For instance, in Indiana the voters of 
the state are invited to select a good 
man for state statistician and another 
for state geologist. Considering bow 
the legislature frets over the difficulty 
of making people understand how to 
make out their ballots correctly, it 1s 
a curious blindness which overlooks 
the difficulty the people must have in 
determining which candidate is the 
greater expert in technical jobs like 
these. 

In Colorado and Illinois the trustees 
of the state university are chosen by 


popular vote. 


In many states court clerks and re- 


porters are put on the ballot. 

Colorado, Oregon and Washington 
elect the state printer. 

In Texas the ballots make the peo- 
ple decide who shall be inspector of 
hides and animals. In seven states 
the ballots carry the office of insurance 
commissioner. Dairy and food com- 
missioner {s an elective office in Ohio. 
In South Dakota attempts are being 
made to make the warden of the state 
prison and the superintendent of the 
stute insane hospital elective instead 
of appointive. 

In Pennsylvania the men who count 
the votes are elected in each district. 
A few years ago the triumphant ver- 
dict of the people in a certain ward 
favored one Clarence Boyd for this 
Years iater it developed in 
court that no such man existed, and 
the people asked themselves, “How 
many such dummy names are we elect- 
ing each year?” 

The governor of Montana not long 
ago sent a message to the legislature 
advocating the amendment of the con- 
stitution to make the state mine in- 


/spector, state veterinarian and state 


printer elective, “thus to remove,” he 
pleaded, “the last element of monarchy 
from our beloved state.” 


After all, the most foolish ballot 


| query of all is the common one “Who 


shall be coroner?’ 
To all these foolish questions no one 


| but the politician finds it worth while 


to give a serious answer. Little and 
technical administrative officers are 
elected, but never selected, by the peo- 
ple. Their presence on the ballot 
makes “machines” absolutely neces- 
sary to handle the business of nomina- 
tion in the absence of any real public 
sentiment In the matter. If electing a 
host of officials instead of just the 
ones at the top has really anything to 
do with d@mocracy, what must we 
think of the federal government with 
only three elective offices and 300,000 
appointive The short ballot 
movement, which seeks to reduce the 
number of elective offices, so that 
plain, ordinary, busy citizens can know 
what they are doing on election day, 
proclaims that the federal plan is more 
democratic than one which by electing 
too many makes effective citizenship a 
difficult profession.

The Short Ballot. 

Americans rarely realize that our 
custom of electing ten or twenty pub- 
lie officials at one time is absolutely 
unique among the nations. 

Of course our people do not really 
select each of the ten or twenty; they 
only elect them. No electorate on earth 
ever had in mind at one time so many 
favorites. So the politicians do the 
real selecting beforehand by pasting 
a trademark label, such as “Republic- 
an” or “Democrat,” on certain men, 
and the people. if they like some one 
prominent candidate who bears it, will 
vote for every one else with that same 
label. That is why we get good mayors 
and bad aldermen. And that is why 
the politicians, with their strength 
united on specific programs for minor 
nominations, can elect rascals while 
the clumsy, well meaning public is 
making up its mind about the head of 
the ticket. 

In a village it is easy for the elec- 
torate to choose a host of local officers, 
because the people know the candl- 
dates, In a city or state it is easy for 
the people to choose a few officials, 
because they can learn to know the 
candidates by hearsay. But when the 
humber becomes large the avenues of 
information become choked, and the 
public, having no definite ideas of its 
own, votes blindly by the trademark 
labels, ant the boss who attaches the 
indispeusable labels to the candidates 
bece mes master. 

‘The number of elective officials must 
be reduced till it comes within the 
scope of effective public discussion. 
Passing the candidates through the 
limelight a few at a time will make 
possible real selection and real govern- 
ment by the people. The cure is sum- 
ined up in the words “short ballot.” 
“The long ballot is the politician’s bal- 
lot: the short ballot is the people's 
ballot.”

The most harmful of our many po- 
litical superstitions is the common no- 
tion that there is something demo- 
eratic about electing a multitude of 
officials. That isn’t democratic—it's 
undemocratic, because jit makes citi- 
renship a profession and thereby dis- 
bars the bulk of the people from effec- 
tive participation. Democracy means 
vontrol by the people, not always elec- 
tion by the people. 

Tell an Englishman that we hold 
twenty elections in one day and he 
will say we are fools to attempt it. 
Tell him that we even have to have a 
short bailot movement organized for 
the purpose of explaining to the peo- 
ple that the plan isn’t working well 
and he will be sure we are fools.

STUDIES AFTERNOON EDITION. 


Kokumin Shinbun to Have One, So 
Chief Circles Globe to Study Meth- 
ods—New York and Berlin Papers 
Local, While London and Tokyo 
Journals Are General In News. 


_ Women are responsible for the sen- 
sationalism of American papers. The 
, fact has been divulged after a world 
study of the principal journals by G. 
Date, editor of the Kokumin Shinbun, 
Tokyo. Mr. Date is a shrewd, pains- 
taking observer. His paper is a morn- 
ing publication. It contemplates start- 
ing an evening edition. 

Wherefore Mr. Date started around 
the world to find out just how other 
countries made afternoon papers. He 
went across Siberia to St. Petersburg, 
thence to Berlin, London, Zurich, Po- 
land, the Danube district in Austria, 
Vienna, Paris and back to London. 
After studying papers in these centers 
he came to the United States recently, 
and he has been an exceedingly busy 
man during that period. 


English Papers Not Local. 

“The papers in London,” said he, 
“differ fsom the papers in New York. 
They have a_= general circulation 
throughout the kingdom. You have so 
many centers that your papers are lo- 
cal and pay little attention to anything 
outside of Four own neighborhoods. 
Berlin is like New York. The papers 
are confined to local matters becayse 
the government is a confederation like 
yours and there are many centers. 

“Our situation is more like that of 
the English. We have the second cir- 
culation in the empire, printing 1S0,- 
000 copies a day. Of these more than 
100,000 papers go outside of the city 
into the provinces. We are copying 
the American papers largely. 

“I find that your papers are not 
daily papers—they are hourly papers. 
This makes it hard for you to verify 
all of your stories and accounts for 
many mistakes, but you can always 
correct them in the next edition. 

“Your papers appeal more to women 
than to men as compared with other 
countries. Women are sensational in 
their nature, and that makes your pa- 
pers a little more sensational than 
those of other lands, I think. 

Women Cause Sensationalism. 

“Women in your country are very 
much more active than in any other 
place, and so your papers must be 
more active and enterprising in pro- 
viding for them, and therefore some- 
times more sensational. 

“The policy of our paper is imperial- 
ism. It is a political paper. But we 
have been friendly to the United 
States and have“received many evi- 
dences of the favor of the people. 
President Taft visited our office when 
he was in Japan, and when your fleet 
came to visit us an officer did us the 
favor to send us a wireless report of 
the fleet’s whereabouts when tbere 
was much speculation about it in 
Tokyo. 

“We 
America—one in 


have four correspondents in 
New York, one in 
Chicago, one in Washington and one 
in San Francisco. We have not as 
yet telegraph wires in our offices, but 
expect to have them this year.” 


DREAMED THE “BATTLE HYMN” 


Mrs. Julia Ward Howe's Birthday Re- 
calls Incident. 

The recent celebration of the ninety- 
first birthday of Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, the famous American lecturer 
and authoress, recalls the fact that she 
actually dreamed the words of her 
stirring song, “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic.” 

In 1861, when the American civil 
war was at its height, some one sug- 
gested to her that she should write 
some new words to the tune of “John 
Brown's Body,” which they had beard 
the soldiers singing. Mrs. Howe re 
plied that she had often wished to do 
so. 

That night she went to bed and to 
sleep, as usual, but awoke suddenly 
in the early dawn to find, to her as- 
tonishment, that the wished for lines 
were forming themselves in her brain. 
Rising hastily, she secured a scrap of 
paper and a pencil and scribbled down 
the verses, hardly conscious of what 
she wrote. 

Then she returned to bed and im- 
mediately fell asleep again, not with- 
out a feeling, however, that something 
important had happened to her. Witb- 
in a few days the “Battle Hymn” was 
op the lips of every supporter of the 
northern cause.

My love for Edward Lane began 
when we were both so young that nei- 
ther of us could remember a time 
when it did not exist. His father’s 
place was but #short distance from 
ours.

Indeed, so nebulous is 
this period that in my own case It is 
difficult for me to recall my exact feel- 
ings. I remember them faintly and as 
existing at intervals. They were rath- 
er a small portion of my girl's ex- 
istence than the whole of it. 

When I was sixteen I was awakened 
to the true condition by the marked 
preference displayed by another girl 
for my Edward. From that time my 
love became the principal instead of a 
minor part in my life. I failed to con- 
ceal my jealousy from him, and this 
brought out his own consciousness of 
what was between us. There was no 
formal declaration, no conventional 
giving of the hand, not even the lov- 
ers’ kiss. He merely said something 
about the other girl. I know not what, 
but it assured me there was vo change 
in our position since the days when 
we played husband and wife at keep- 
ing house—no change in the position, 
but a great change in the condition. 
It had then been like a winter bud, 
but it was now swollen under a spring 
sun, ready to put forth leaves. 

1 sometimes wished that 1 could 
have experienced the proposal that 
other girls seemed to regard the next 
most important moment In their lives 
to their marriage. Edward and 1 had 
no occasion for a proposal. Our love 
was rather, as I have said, an unfold- 
ing of uw bud than the birth of a butter- 
fly. ‘The-only abrupt part of it was 
when he gave me the first kiss.

When we were married great changes 
had occurred. I was left alone in the 
world. So it was arranged that we 
should occupy my house. Our living 
room was ov the second floor, over- 
looking the playground where we had 
pretended 0 be husband and wife. 
The faint dream of childhood had been 
developed to 2 realization of almost 
perfect happiness. If there could be a 
perfection on earth, these five years 
of my life, from twenty to twenty-five, 
were such a condition. Two children 
were born to us, a boy and a girl. 
What seemed strange to me was that, 


though I gave them a boundless love, | 


that which I bore their father, instead 
of being diminished, was increased. 
Truly love must be, like space, infinite. 

Up to this point there had been an 
expansion of happiness. Suddenly 
there came a check. Our youngest 
child sickened and died. J have de- 
scribed with some minuuteness what I 
have likened to the gradual unfolding 
of a flower. 1 bave no heart to give 
more than a brief mention of its blight- 
ing. Within a few months after the 
first death a second occurred. and 
witbin apotber year I lost my husband. 

For a time | was in a sort of col- 
lapse, in which 1 did not take enough 
interest in my surroundings to be af- 
fected by them. After one bas met 
with a serious accident or has been 
operated upon by a surgeon the senses 
are deadened; then comes the begin- 
ning of pain. It was so with me. 
When I bece -e myself my surround- 
ings were puwuful to me. Some per- 
sons similarly situated nurse their grief 
by living in such surroundings. I long- 
ed to get away from them. Friends 
advised me to seek recovery in the 
many new scenes and interesting ob- 
jects that are to be found abroad. 1 
took their advice. I sailed for Europe, 
leaving the place where I bad been so 
happy in the bands of an agent for 
sale. One thing I was resolved upon— 
never to return to if. 

It may be considered that my sto- 
ry is one 6f coincidence. It is more 
than that.. It is an illustration of the 
very different conditions that may oc- 
cur in the life of a single person. Mas- 
ters of romance have maintained that 
there should not be in song or story 
but one love. Playwrights never bring

& second on to the stage. They por- 
tray rather romance than real life and 
do not give all that real life needs 
They are of the same order as the peo- 
ple of India who believe that the wife 
should die on the funeral pyre of ber 
husband. 

I may be weaker than some women 
or 1 may be stronger. Possibly 1 may 
have less depth of feeling. though that 
L will not admit. I saw only in nursing 
my grief u dreadful life before me. 1 
recognized the principle that no two 
absorbing ideas can occupy the brain 
at one time. I did all that 1 could to 
interest myself in what was about me. 
True, I did not at tirst succeed. and 
when I did only partially so. I dread- 
ed the word forget, and yet I realized 
that to avoid suffering I must tempo- 
rarily forget. 1 forced myself to feel 
that after a time | would be reunited 
with my loved ones and that mean- 
while I must. except occasionally, put 
them out of my mind. 

I made my home abroad. Three 
years after my bereavement 1 married 
again. I did so partly because I was 
lonely, partly because I wished for a 
man to rely upon, as {s natural to any 
Woman, partly because the man I mar- 
ried assured me that I could give him 
an interest in life and lastly because | 
became attached to him. He was an 
American, like myself. and, being 
Wealthy, gave himself up to study. 
He lived abroad that he might write 
books which required his presence 
among the subjects of which he wrote. 

lor five years after our marriage we 
continued our residence abroad. Dur- 
ing this period children were born to 
us. There was a tacit mutual agree- 
ment between us that I should not talk 
about the world in which I had lived. 
I saw that he would rather leave that 
to me, considering himself as having no 
part in it, and I had no desire to make 
him a part of it. He was absorbed 
in his Hterary work, and if 1 ever told 
him even where I had lived he soon 
forgot it. 

Then he was called to America on 
the matter of some property that need- 
ed his attention. It was agreed be- 
tween us that he should leave me and 
our children in Lucerne, where we 
were then living. He expected to be 
absent not more than two months, but 
soon after his arrival in America he 
was induced to wriie for a publisher 
a work onecessitating his presence in 
America. He suggested my coming 
home with the children, but left me 
to consult my own feelings in the 
matter. 

I had never intended to return to the 
United States, dreading lest it would 
reawaken me to my lost world. But

Mrs. Crippen disappeared. last Feb- 
ruary, and her body has just been 
found buried under the cement floor 
‘of the house the Crippens occupied 
at 39 Hilltop Crescent, Islington, a 
suburb of London. 
| ‘The autopsy shows that Mrs. Crip- 
pen’s head had been beaten in with a 
club. There were many stab wounds 
on the body, but apparently they had 
been made after death to hasten the 
destruction of the body by quick- 
lime.

IDLENESS PROVES INJURIGUS. 


Foolish to Have Many Slab Artists 
While Most of Them Sit on the 
Bench—Pilots In Big League Be- 
ginning to Realize Folly of It. 


That long pitching strings are no 
longer necessary and that four or five 


dependable 
three times that number of ordinary 


twirlers is a fact. 

Previously the necessity of having 
seven men, each one ready at all times 
to take bis turn at box, was a point 
that was emphasized by managers. 
And during last season, too, the major 
league manager who did not have at 
least six available men for the box 
tigured that he was heavily handicap- 
ped in the fignt for the coveted bunt- 
ing. 

Things have changed, however. The 
wonderful work of the Pittsburg 
pitchers last season and the now very 
patent fact that four twirlers prac- 
tically did the brunt of the work for 
the Pirates bave given managers and 
owners cause for believing that too 
many pitchers are worth hardly as 
much as none at all. . 

Last season, with Camnitz, Willis, 
Maddox and Leitield performing in 
their turn, the Pirates were up in the 
race throughout the entire season, and 
they finally drew away easily from all 
other competitors at the end. In pre- 
vious years it was the pitching of 
Mordecai srown, FPfelster, Overall 
and Keulbach that won for the Cubs, 
and every one for years has realized 
that Christie Mathewson has been the 
real mainstay of the Giants. This 
only goes to show the value of one 
good pitcher to a team. With four 
dependable boxmen the ordinary man- 
ager should be reasonably well satis- 
fied. 

In 1909 the Red Sox had one of the 
biggest strings of pitchers in the coun- 
try. They bad Hall, Karger, Wood, 
Cicotte, Matthews, Arellanes, Pape, 
Wolter and Schlitzer at the season's 
end, while previously there were Ryan, 
Chech, Steele and Morgan as members 
of the pitching corps. And yet had 
Morgsn pitched the ball for Boston 
that he did forthe Athletics and Young 
had een retained, these two, with 
Arellanes and one other reliable man 
to take bis turn in the box, might easi- 
ly have beaten out both the Athletics 
and Tigers and brought the pennant to 
Boston. 

The better part of the pitching for 
Connie Mack's club was done by four 
men, Plank, Bender, Krause and Mor- 
gan, and they are doing the same thing 
this year. Four or five regular men 
on any team would be worth double as 
much as a string of nine or ten men 
with only one or two of them in first 
class pitching condition. 

Too many pitchers are a hindrance 
instead of a help. If Cicotte, Wood 
and Wolter bad been in shape to help 
out Arellanes last season the pitching 
staff of the Red Sox would not have 
been the weakest in the American 
league. But the wildness of Wood, the 
injury to Cicotte and the bad start that 
Wolter got in the spring handicapped 
the team so heavily that Arellanes was 
forced to do pretty nearly half the 
pitching for his team. 

Managers and owners both are be- 
ginning to realize the folly of keeping 
five or six ablebodfed men upon the 
bench while the bulk of the work is 
left to a couple of good men and a lot 
of second stringegs. ‘Traveling is ex- 
pensive, and salaries today are at a 
pretty high figure. If the work could 
be got out of five men the saving 
both in traveling expenses, salary and 
general efficiency would be consider- 
able and owners would be willing to 
tack a snug slice on to the compensa- 
tion of the five dependable men who 
could go in and do their regular stunts.

He Is a Multi-Millionaire, 
but Short of Ready Cash 


INDEBTEDNESS 


Or $6.700,000 


‘Receiver Appointed For Man 


With $17,000,000 Assets 
OIL MAN 1S -EMBARRASSED 


Colonel Guffey Has No Ready Money 
With Which to Make Heavy Pay- 


ments Now Due—National Commit- 


teeman Who Opposed Bryan Seeks! 


to Prevent Sacrifice of Stocks and 
Bonds of Great Value 


Pittsburg, July 16.—Colonel James 
M. Guffey, national Demicratic com- 
mitteeman for Pennsylvania, who fig- 
ured so prominently as an object of 
attack by the Bryan adherents at the 
last national Democratic convention in 
Denver—a multi-millionaire oi] ma 
has gone into the hands of a receiver, 
who was aj maitctea last evening by 
Judge Swearingen in the common 
pleas court of this county. 

The action was taken upon a bill fn 
equity filed by J. H. Galey. Jobn S. 
Willard, who 1s familiar with Guf- 
fey’s affairs, was named as receiver. 

The bill alleges that Guffey’s in- 
debtedness is about $6,700,000, of 
which about $950,000 is unsecured, 
that the defendant has no ready 
money with which to meet the pay- 
ments due, and that certain creditors 
are threatening to sell his collaterals 
and enter suit. 

It is further asserted that Guffey has 
assets of over $17,0000,000, a large 
part of which 1s stock of the J. M. 
Guffey company, and the West Vir- 
gZinia company, two coal companies 
which own 136,700 acres of coking 
coal in the state of West Virginia 

These properties are asserted to he 
worth at least $15,000,000, and the 
bill in equity maintains that they are 
estimated to contain two billion tons 
of coal, which at a profit of 1 cent per 
ton would realize $20,000,000. Other 
assets of Guffey to the value of two 
or three millions consist of stocks and 
bonds of other corporations. 

All of these stocks and bonds are 
pledged as collateral and the receiv- 
ership was found necessary to prevent 
a sacrifice of this collateral. The or- 
der of court restrains all creditors 
from dispos 
securities or other assets of Guffey 
pending further order of the court. 
tuffey said:, 


“I very much regret that to conserve 


all of my estates a receivership be- 
comes necessary This course affords 
absolute protection for all my obliga- 
tions, as well as protection for my- 
self. 

“My assets are more than double 


the amount of my obligations. I don't} 
expect the receivership to continue} 


any great length of time.”

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As the Ylang rounded the headland 
I noticed them off to the starboard, 
two hulks, red with rust, awash under 
the branches of the big trees that grew 
in a dense forest far out into the shal- 
low water of the lagoon. One steamer 
was wedged in between great boles, 
the tops of its masts showing oddly 
above the overhanging greenery. The 
other lay well over upon its side, like 
some portly marine monster that bad 
taken shelter there from the tropic 
sun. How any person uot a positive 
idiot could have blundered into such 
a place pussed my comprehension. 

The repeated blasts from our whistle 
had roused the owuer of the cocoanut 
grove that was to furnish us our car- 
go, und presently the white drill suit 
and pith helmet which we always asso 
ciate with the white man in the trop 
ics appezred in the stern of a boat 
which glided out from under the trees 
Before our gangplank was fairly low 
ered a tall. rawboned young English 
man, distinctly of the “gentleman” 
type, came over the ship's side and 
introduced himself as Shackleford, the 
man with whom | had contracted to 
earry a load of uuts to Liverpool. 

“No, J haven't a black on the place,” 
he explaiwed ip response to an inquiry 
of mine as we took our places in his 
flat bottomed boat, manned wholly by 
Chinamen, and started for his bunga- 
low, Whose corrugated roof blazed in 
the intense sunlight through a rift in 
the cocoanut grove. “It costs three 
times as much for Chinese labor, but 
for some reason | can't get a nigger to 
come near the plantation.” 

“That's strunge.” ’ 

“Wait till tonight and you'll bear as 


borrible row as you ever beard. Then 
you'll know. The mountains back 
there are alive with apes. That ts 


why I put up a twenty-tive foot high 
barbed wire fence.” 

That evening we were sitting in the 
bungalow. sipping whisky and soda 
and swapping yarns about Penang. 
when a volley of barks, sharp as the 
rattle of musketry, made me spring up 
in alarm. 

Shackleford put down his glass and 
haw-hawed. “It's ouly those blasted 
apes,” be explained when be had man- 
aged to control bis mirth. “Take down 
that rifle und come along.” 

Armed with Winchesters, we made 
our way to the edge of the grove near- 
est the spur of the mountain. As we 
approached a chorus of snarls greeted 
us, and in the cieur starlight I saw 
a host of infuriated apes hurling them- 
selves against the barbed wire feuce. 

For a time the brutes paid littie heed 
to our fusillade. Then, under the lead- 
ership of a huge gray ape, they broke 
and made for cover. 

The great grizzled brute was the last 
to retire, nd at the edge of the jungle

That night I spent ashore again with 
Shackleford, and when I returned to 
my ship the following morning I found 
it in an ominons state of excitement. 
Usually the Chinese portion of it oe- 
cupied the forward part of the main 
deck, eating and sleeping in the cor 
ners among the steam winches. The 
lascars had always claimed the fore- 
castle head. where their tall, gaunt 
bodies and swathed heads seemed an 
inseparable part of the ship. Now. how 
ever. race and caste were forgotten. 
and turbans and pigtails ming!ed pro 
miscuously In groups that whispered 
eagerly in a dozen corners. 

At sight of me they quickly dis 
persed, but with those two rusty hulks 
looming up yonder as object lessons I 
took prompt measures to forestall a 
possible mutiny. Summoning the first 
mate—a half caste from Calcutta that 
I had picked up in Penang when 
MacPherson died of cholera—I locked 
the door behind him. left my revolver 
on the table, where he could meditate 
upon its use as we talked. and then 
asked him a few pointed questions. 
He turned white under his dinky skin. 
but soon pulled himself together and 
began to lie to me. I knew it by the 
way his eyelids flickered. The bay 
was too hot for even a Chinaman to 
Ge on: the lagoon was full of sharks; 
the typhoon season was coming on 
—these and a dozen other reasons for 
leaving at once slipped from his oily 
tongue and left me more puzzled than 
ever. 

After that experience I spent no

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more nights ashore, but watched con- 
tinually for the slightest hint of re- 
belliun. Eatly the nest morning when 
tbe cocoanuts began to arrive on the 
big bamboo rafts I noted with a grin 
of satisfaction that all bands set to 
work packing them into the bold with 
an alacrity which they bad never be- 
fore manifested in my service. 
Taking on cargo occupied a week. 
and during that time I never left the 


ship’s deck farther than the cadin. 


The following evening we put out to 


sea, the men working like demons to, 


get away before night shut down, 
Shackleford laughing all the while at 
their eagerness to be rid of what be 
declared to be “the finest spot east of 
Suez.” His Chinamen—I shall never 
forget that last glimpse of them— 
squatted upon the empty bamboo rafts, 
their cues wound about their unshaved 
heads, the sweat still streaming down 
their naked bodies to the flimsy cotton 


pantaloons corded about their waists, | 


and viewed our departure out of their 
narrow eyes with features as impas- 
sive as those of a stone Buddha. 
What did they know about the two 
rusty bulks, the gray “thing” that 
haunted them, and what had they told 
my crew? | wondered. Worn out with 
a trying week, | turned in. 

A shock hurled me from my berth, 


‘and as 1 groped about in the darkness | 
for the key of the door the sound of | 


crashing timber and of branches trail- 
ing across the cabin window made me 
guess my surroundings. Springing on 
deck, I turned instinctively to the 
wheel, and there, bowed over it like 
an old man and clutching the spokes 
with bdiry hands, was a huge gray 
ape—the very monster Shackleford and 
I bad failed to bring down the night of 
the raid upon the cocoanut grove! 

At sight of me it relinquished its 
hold upon the wheel and sprang at me, 
baring its teeth in sudden rage. 
Whipping out my Colt, 1 began to fire 
and back away and brought it down 
with a shot in its gaping mouth just 
as it was reacbing out its horrible 
corded arms to seize me. As it col- 
lapsed with a gasping shudder at my 
very feet I sprang backward from 
sheer repulsion and in doing so fell 
into the lagoon through a hole in the 
railing that the thick branch of a tree 
had carried away.

Afraid to venture back on deck, at 
daylight I mounted a piece of the 
round house that had been swept over- 
board and made my way on the incom- 
ing tide up the channel which led to 
the plantation. On the edge of the 
grove I paused iu incredulous wonder, 
and then the truth came home to me. 
Under a fierce attack of the apes the 
wire fence bad at last given way, and 
the cocoanut grove was in ruins. 
Shackleford’s bungalow 1 found in a 
state of pillage so complete that only 
the four upright posts remained, and 
the flimsy huts occupied by the Chi- 
nese laborers were scattered about as 
if struck by a typhoon.

More than half a century ago two 
men sat in a dingy room working bard 
to perfect a contrivance for sewing, 
and the result of their efforts was the 
first sewing machine. One of the in- 
ventors was Joseph Thomas, who died 
recently at his home in Hoboken. He 
was eighty-three years old and for the 
last three months had been bedridden. 

Thomas was an inventor of many 
machines that have brought millions 
to those who bought the patents, and 
one of his ideas was the hoopskirt, 
which was popular with women from 
1850 to 1870, Thomas had always been 
a keen observer, and in many instances 
his wife aided him in inventions, tell- 
ing him what was needed by women. 

When he was a mere boy he noticed 
the bustles worn by women, and when 
out with his wife one day they talked 
of the pecullarities of feminine fash- 
fons. “I wouldn't wonder that they 
| would soon have bustles all around the 
skirts,” he remarked. 

Fortune In Crinoline. 


It was not long afterward that Thom- 


as launched the hoopskirt, and he soon 
| found that even at $300 a dozen he 
could not make them fast enough for 
| the demand. He was offered thou- 
| sands of dollars and first rejected all 
| offers. At that time he had several 
| other ideas, and when finally he re- 


ceived an offer from a Philadelphia 


| concern of $50,000 he accepted it. That |

amount of money meant a good deal to 
a poor inventor in those days, and 
Thomas was regarded as one of the 
coming millionaires. The Quaker City 
firm made hundreds of thousands from 
| Thomas’ invention. The idea went 
| from here to Europe and thence to Eu- 
ropean countries. 

Thomas then settled down to perfect 
his other ideas, and the sewing ma- 
chine came next. He did not get any 
money for that, as he was employed as 
one of the draughtsmen in a machine 
company. But he earned a big salary, 
and his employer made a handsome 
present to Thomas and George Blees, 
the other inventor. 

Thomas left the company when he 
found he had enough money to devote 
himself to other ideas. He realized 
| the necessity of a machine for the 

manufacture of sulphur matches with- 

out recourse to the old method of dip- 

ping small sticks into a prepared so- 
lution. He made the machine. 
Inventor From Youth. 

Thomas was nineteen years old 

when he came to America from a 

small town in the vicinity of Paris. 

His father had made small inventions, 

and from the time the boy started go- 

ing to school be showed a keen {nter- 
est in all the different pleces of ma- 
chinery. When Thomas arrived in this 
country he had little money, and it 
was while he was working in a ma- 
chine shop in Paterson that he met his 
| wife. That was sixty-four years ago. 


Thomas was a brother of General , 


Thomas, who fought with great dis- 
tinction in the Franco-Prussian war. 
The soldier brother recelved the Legion 
of Honor from the French government 
and was retired with other honors.

“So necessary has the American tin 
can become to these people that to be 
deprived of its manifold uses would 
cause a real hardship.”

St. Paul withdraw the invitation. Ob-

tion, and to Brandeis, whose anti- 
administration attitude is also well 
understood. 

Not long after the trouble started, 
| however, B. N. Baker, president of 
| the congress, was notified by both 
Nelson and Brandeis that they could 
not be present, both having recollect- 
ed that they had important engage- 
ments elsewhere.

AN AUTOMATIC STRIKE ORDER 


Trouble Affects Central Vermont 
Lines—Railroad Company Claims It 


Has Done the Best It Can In In-| 


creases Which It Offered Empioyes 
—Satisfactory Agreement Reached 
by Pennsylvania Road and Its Men 


Montreal, July 19.—Conductors and 
trainmen of the Grand ‘Trunk and 
Central Vermont railways to the num- 
ber of 2500 obeyed an automatic 
strike order at 9:30 o'clock last night. 


On Sunday, when the members of | 


the strike committee left here, each 
man carried a sealed envelope to be 
opened at that hour calling a strike 
& telegram had previously 
been received which, upon compari- 
son with a copy enclosed in the en- 
velope, stated otherwise. No such 
telegram was sent and the strike be- 
came effective at 9:30. 

Under the terms of the strike or- 
der trains which began their runs be- 
fore 9:30 were to be taken through to 
the terminal by the men in charge. 
After that the company was expected 
to look after its own interests. 

President Hays of the Grand Trunk 
had this to say of the situation: 

“We have done the best we can, 
having regard to the interests of the 
shareholders and of the men them- 
selves. We have offered substantial 
increases in wages. For instance, we

more prompt payment of taxes would 
be advantageous to the city, for there 
are today outstanding $445,000.00 in 
temporary loans jn anticipation of 
taxes, 

It is not surprising that the ac- 
countant could not reconcile the an- 
nual appropriations and the commit- 
ments, for each year the City Council 
has made appropriations in excess of 
the $12 limit, it being estimated that 
the receipts would provide for the 
difference. In 1909 the appropria- 
tions in the annual budget (aside 
from debt, interest, water and sew- 
ers) amounted to $369,674.40, as will 
be seen on page 46, but the commit- 
ment to the Assessors (on page 190) 
was only $339,393.68. Thus every 
year $50,000,00 or more is appropri- 
ated in excess of the amount raised 
by taxation. In 21 years this would 
amount to more than $600,000.00 in 
excess of the appropriations, 

What the taxpayers would like to 
know, is whether the “receipts,” so- 
called, have been large enough each 
year to meet appropriations in ex- 
cess of the $12 limit. Whether the 
overlays have been large enough to 
provide for abatements and for taxes 
that must be abated. 

Comments on the sewer and water 
figures will be made later.

It was the custom in the early days 
of the college for students to present 
their tutor or professor who had 
heard their yearly recitations ,a pres- 
ent of some kind. Hall, in his book 
of college words and customs, page 
322, relates the following anecdote in 
relation to a present given to Tutor 
Flynt:— 

“Many years ago, some of the stu- 
dents of Harvard College wishing to 
make a present to their tutor, Mr. 
Flynt, called on him, informed him of 
their intentions and requested him to 
select a gift which would be accepta- 
ble to him. He replied that lie was a 
Single man, that he already had a 
well-filled library ,and in reality, 
wanted nothing. The students, not all 
Satisfied with this answer, determined 
to present him with a sliver chambe-z 
pot. One was accordinly made of the 
appropriate dimensions, and inscribed 
with these words— 

‘Mingere cum bombis 
Res est saluberrima lumbis.’ 

“On the morning of Commencement 
day, this was borne in procession jn 
a morocco case, and presented to the 
tutor. Tradition does not say with 
what feelings he received it, but it re- 
mained for many years in a room in 
Quincy. (This room is still called 
Flynt’s study in the house of the 
Colonial Dames on Hancock street) 
known as the Dorothy Q. house 
where he was accustomed to spend 
his Saturdays and Sundays ,and final- 
ly disappeared about the beginning of 
the Revolutionary War. It is sup- 
posed to have been carried to Eng- 
land.” Tradition does not relate 
whether it was deposited as a curiosi-

Well, the only players | 
who become successful infielders are 
those with a natural aptitude for base- | 
ball A good mechanical player who | 
ean hit at a fair clip may make good 
and hold a position in the outfield, but 
when he comes to the infield he must 
be a quick thinker, fast figlder and a 

natural player us well. 

How many baseball fans have 
thought of the build of these infleld- | 
ers and the part that plays in deter- | 
mining the qualification for a certain 
position? For instance, take the first 
baseman. He must be a tall, rangy. 
fel!ow who can cover ground, but more | 
especially one who has a reach to catch | 
throws a trifle wild. Height and reach 
are valuable in stepping forward to 
meet thrown balls. Many a first sack- 
er who understands his position robs 
a batsman of hits merely by stretching 
out to meet them. In the course of a

Speaking of the second baseman or, 
the shortstop, I will say that the lat- 
ter should be a short, chunky fellow, 
something on the dachshund order, for 
be has to gather the ball in from all 
positions while on the run, so the low- | 
er they are to the ground the better. 
The majority of the third sackers in | 
the major leagues today are small men 
or fellows of medium height, but it is) 
not essential there. | 

As you know, second base !s the key 
to the infield. Second sack gives a 
player an opportunity to show up bet- 
ter than any other position, and I be- 
lieve a player will last longer In the 
game in this position than any other— 
that fs, if he is a natural and not a 
made ball player. A second baseman 
should go for short files and depend 
on the outfielders for the coaching, as 
they are in a better position to judge 
the ball. The keystone stationer 
should go in for the short throw with 
the catcher, sending the ball down for 
& man and a runner at third. This 
play requires practice and a good 
throwing catcher. When running down 
& man between the bases go after him 
on the jump and get him under full 
headway before throwing the ball.

Washington, July 22.—Census re- 
' turns of Rhode Island give it a 
population of 542,674 an increase of 
26.6 percent, as compared with 428.- 
556 in 1900. 

Providence, 224,326, as compared 
with 175,597 in 1900; Pawtucket, 51,- 
622, as compared with 39,231 in 1900; 
Woonsocket, 38,125, as compared 
with 28,204 in 1900; Newport, 27, 
149, as compared with 22,034 in 1900. 

The population of Rhode Island has 
been announced at this early date to 
meet the needs of the legislature, 
which will convene early in August 
for the purpose of redistricting 
state. 

These returns are of a somewhat 

/ sensational character. Were the 
' whole country to gain at this rate we 
would have a population of 98,000,- 
| 000. The striking phase of it is the 
increase of the larger cities, Paw- 
| tucket and Woonsocket adding in the 
| decade more than 30 percent to their 
population of 1900, while Providence 
adds nearly 28 percent. The smaller 
| elties exhibit only moderate growth.

as every other bank of deposit does. 
; It is believed also that it will be 
necessary to establish a central of- 
fice, probably in Washington, for the 
| computation of interest, and this will 
necessitate eventually the sending of 
about ten million and 
from this office twice a year. 

The special commission is meeting 
daily and hopes soon to present fig-

A relay race 
of 1,600 meters was proposed with 
teams of four, each to run 400 meters, 
and another team race of 3,000 meters 
was suggested in which five could en- 
ter and three could score. In jumping 
the items were high and broad jump 
(both standing and running in each 
case), pole jump, bop, step and jump 
and a further variety which had better 
for the present be described as a Swed- 
ish Jump.

Crippen Steals Across the Bor- 
der of Southern France 


ANDORRA PLAGE OF REFUGE 


Extradition Will Be Difficult Should 


He Succeed In Reaching the Repub. | 


lic—Miss Leneve Believed to Have 
Committed Suicide at Bourges— 
Detectives Now Have Evidence That 
Crippen Committed Murder 


London, July 23.—Dr. Hawley H. 
Crippen, the American sought in con- 
nection with the death of his wife, 
Belle Elmore, the vaudeville actress, 
tn London, is believed to have eluded 
the French police. A dispatch re- 
ceived from the Tarason department 
of Ariege says that a man answering 
in many details the description of the 
hunted man, as far as ft is known to 
the police of southern France, crossed 
the border into Spain on July 20. 

The French police were but a few 
hours behind him, but his brief ad- 


Vantage was suflicient to enable him} 


to make his escape. It is regarded 
as probable that he will take refuge 
in the republic of Andorra, and if 
he does so extradition will be diffi- 
; cult. 

Efforts are being made to identify 
,the girl who committed suicide at 
Bourges on July 13 as Ethel C. Le- 
neve, the typist who disappeared with 
Crippen. 

The suicide had registered at the 
Hote! France as Jeanne Maze, but 
there are many striking points of re- 
| semblance between her and the miss- 
ing typist as described by the police. 

The death of the young woman was 
surrdunded with mystery. She had 
nosed as a Frenchwoman, but it was 
recognized that she was a foreigner. 

The young woman went to the ho- 
tel on July 13 and almost immedi- | 
ately after being assigned to a room 
Killed herself by firing three shots 
into her head. She left a note ask- 
ing that her identity be not sought 
and left 100 francs to pay for her 
funeral expenses. 

Word comes from London that the 
detectives have evidence to prove be- 
yound a doubt that Crippen killed his 
wife. This evidence consists of the 
finding of Belle Elmore’s jewelry and 
a report by Dr. Pepper, the great 
Snglish authority, that the body 
found in the Crippen home was un- 
doubtedly that of a woman. Pepper 
made his report after a thorough ex- 
amination and analysis of the body. 
Before his finding was made public 
it was feared the prosecution would 
be unable to establish any sort of a 
| corpus delecti. 

The finding of the jewelry forms | 
one of the strongest links in the chain 
,of ctrecumstantial evidence against 
| Crippen. Mrs. Crippen’s jewelry was 

missed after her disappearance. Since 
the finding of the body detectives have 
{been going through the pawnshops of 
} London and yesterday they came upon 
some of the jewels. The pawnbroker 
!who had them said they had been 
left with him by a man answering the 
description of Crippen. }

Steamer Sardinian 
“REV, ROBINSON AND SON”. 


One of Suspect’s Heavy Projecting 


Eyebrows Becomes Displaced and 
Captain of Ship Bound For Mont- 
real Gets Busy With Wireless—Ca- 
nadian Officers Certain That Couple 
Will Be In Custody In Short Time 


Ottawa, July 25.—If the expecta- | 
tions of the police are well founded, 
wireless telegraphy has been success- 
ful for the first time in capturing a 
murderer, and as soon as the Allan 
liner Sardinian reaches Farther Point 
on the St. Lawrence, members of the 
Dominion of Canada police will board 
the vessel and place under arrest the 
two passengers traveling as a clergy- 
man and his son, who are believed to 
be Dr. Hawley H. Crippen and his 
stenographer, Miss Ethel Leneve. 

The Sardinina is not one of the 
greyhounds of the sea and although 
she sailed from Havre for” Montreal 
on July 18, she will probably not 
reach Farther Point until some time 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

The two prisoners will be taken to 
Ottawa by rail from Farther Point, 
which will gain several hours over the 
time that would elapse should the po- 


lice wait until the steamer docks at 
Montreal. 
The police are confident that the 


two mysterious passengers on board. 
the Sardinian are the missing couple 
who have been hunted in every port 
of the world. They are registered as 
“Rev. Mr. Robinson and son” on the 
passenger list and the description tal- 
lies with that of the missing pair. 

When they embarked at Havre, ac- | 
cording to a wireless message, the 
clergyman wore a straggling beard that 
Was apparently new grown and wore 
heavy glasses which looked deceptive. 
They engaged a second class cabin. 

The most noticeable feature was the 
man’s heavy projecting eyebrows. No 
suspicion attached to the couple un- 
til the steward noticed that Robin- 
son's eyebrow was slightly separated 
from the forehead. On further watch- 
ing the steward was assured that the 
alleged son was a girl. 

The captain of the Sardinian sent a 
wireless description of the two to the 
French police, giving as his opinion 
that the couple were really Crippen 
and the Leneve woman. } 

The French police communicated 
with the British authorities, who be- 
lieve that there is no doubt about the 
identity of the couple. They are of 
the opinion that Crippen and his com- 
panion, after fleeing from London, 
separated in the south of France. and , 
rejoined each other at Marseilles, 
traveling together from that place to 
Havre.

RAY OF HOPE: 


Doctor and His Companion On Courage of Notorious Prisoner 


Has Never Diminished 
N “SOLITARY” MANY YEARS 


Torturer of Boys Who Was Given Life 
Sentence For Murder When He Was 
Fourteen Years Old Now Wants to 
Appeal to Supreme Court at Wash- 
ington—District Attorney Tells Him 
He Has No Chance 


Boston, July 25.—For thirty-six 
years Jesse H. Pomeroy has been 
within the walls of the Charlestown 
state prison for the murder of Hor- 
ace H. Millet, 4 years old. Most of 
this confinement has been solitary 
because of repeated attempts to es- 
cape. 

In all these years Pomeroy has 
never abandoned hope of being re- 
leased by legal proceedings. He has 
made several applications for a par- 
don, all of which have been denied, 
but notwithstanding this his courage 
has never diminished in the least de- 
gree. 

He now thinks that he sees a ray of 
hope in a writ of error to the supreme 
court of the United States, and for 
many months all his energies have 
been bent in that direction. 

Soon after his last failure to secure 
executive clemency from the govern- 
or, Pomeroy started a careful and ex- 
haustive study of the evidence brought 
out at the trial of his case, and in 
his attempt to find some tangible 
error solicited the aid of Clerk Fred- 
erick of the supreme judicial court to 
secure copies of the court papers and 
has sought his advice on the steps 


j/necessary to take his case to Wash- 
| ington. 


He has persisted in his work of pre- 
paring what he believes to be a good 
cause for appeal to the supreme court 
at Washington. 

During a visit of Ass{stant District 
Attorney Dwyer to the state prison 
Pomeroy learned of his presence and 
sent word through Warden Bridges 
that he would like to talk with him. 

Mr. Dwyer consented to visit Pom- 
éroy, and for two hours held a con- 
versation with him through the open- 
{ng in the cell door. The sole sub- 
ject of conversation was Pomeroy’s 
chance of secpring an appeal to the 
supreme ¢oyrt of the United States,

Accordiwg to Pomeroy, he should 
have been found guilty only of mur- 
der in the second degree, because the 
jury handed a paper to the court af- 
ter rendering an oral verdict of “guilty 
in the first degree” to the effect that 
they found him. guilty of murder in 
the first degree. because of the 
atrocity which accompanied the com- 
mission of the crime, and that there 


; Was no evidence offered by the at-

At Pomeroy’s request Dwyer sent 
him a copy of the testimony of Dr. 
Allen, which clearly warranted the 
finding that the crime was an atro- 
cious one. After spending three or four 
days in a careful study of the evi- 
dence Dwyer wrote Pomeroy that 
there was absolutely no chance of

The trial of Pomeroy in 1874, then

NAVAL JUNKETS ARE 
SOMEWHAT COSTLY 


‘Said to Have Totalled $2,465,- 


| 261 In Five Years 


New York, July 25.—During the 
five fiscal years ending June 30, 1909, 
the governments spent $1,465,261.91 
for the maintenance of three vessels 
| for which, so far as naval purposes 
are concerned, it received little bene- 
fit, says a Washington dispatch in 
The World. The vessels are the May- 
flower, Sylph and Dolphin. 

The Mayflower and Sylph are known 


as the president’s yachts and the Dol-, 


phin as that of the secretary of the 
navy. 

There is no law authorizing the use 
of these vessels for other than naval 
purposes, yet all of them, according 
to the records of the navy department, 
have been used about half the time in 
the five years mentioned for pleasure 
junkets. 


The Starling’s Tongue. 

It is extraordinary how many per- 
sons are under the impression that, in 
order to enable a bird to talk, it is ab- 
solutely necessary to cut or slit its 
tongue. I have heard that this fal- 
lacy had its origin in the following 
story: A man had a number of star- 
lings in a large-cage marked “Fine 
Young Starlings—Only 1 Shilling 
Each,” and as each would be pur- 
chaser arrived the man would say, 
“There's a fine bird there, sir,” point- 
ing out one of them, “but I want half 
a crown for him, because he's the only 
one with a cut tongue, so he is bound 
to be a talker.” He would then pro- 
ceed to catch the bird and show the 
cut tongue and invariably succeeded 
in effecting a sale.

good bargain. The reader perhaps is 
not aware that all starlings have a 
very peculiar formation at the ex- 
tremity of the tongue, which gives the 
appearance of a little piece having 
been snipped out of it.—London Strand.

MATION EYE ON 


Princeton’s President May Be 
Democratic Candidate For 
the Governorship of 


New Jersey. 
7 Ooo

‘ RESIDENT WOODROW WIL- 
SON of Princeton university is 
being boomed for governor of 
New Jersey as a preliminary to 
his nomination as the Democratic can- 
didate for president, That is the lat- 
est big political fact that bas chal- 
tenged the notice of the American peo- 
ple. 

The sponsors of Wilson’s boom for 
president and therefore of his candi- 
dacy for governor are said to be ex- 
Senator James Smith of New Jersey, 
Roger C, Sullivan of Illinois and Colo- 
nel George Harvey, editor of Harper’s 
Weekly. The announcement was made 
after President Wilson had been in 
conference at the Lawyers’ club in 
New York. 

For all of these several reasons and 
some others political wiseacres opine 
that Wall street is back of the move. 
They recall that Colonel Harvey 
fought Roosevelt, that Roger Sullivan 
was read out of the Democratic party 
by Bryan and that ex-Senator Jim 


Smith has long been regarded as a lit- 


tle brother of the trusts. 

However these things be, the big pa- 
pers of the country are taking Wood- 
row Wilson's candidacy for governor 
of New Jersey seriously, and if he 
should be nominated and elected to 
that office his candidacy for the presi- 
dency Would be more serious yet.

It was in 1906 that Colonel Harvey 
first nominated Wilson for president. 
He threw it out as a mere brilliant

All sorts of letters 
were received from all sorts of cor- 
ners of the land approving the pro- 
posal. For once in his life Colonel 
Harvey had struck a popular chord,

True, nothing came of it in 1908. 
3ryan wanted that nomination, afd 
the Democratic party wanted him to 
have it. Now apparently both Bryan 
and the party have changed their 
minds and there {s a chance for some- 
body else.

Wilson a Cleveland Democrat. 
Woodrow Wilson was the friend of 


Grover Cleveland. While the ex-presi 
dent was a lecturer at Princeton the 


two frequently discussed politics and | 


kindred topics. Their views were in 
accord, both believing in lofty 
standards, individual honesty and cour- 
age, both being old school Democrats 
and both opposing Bryan. Public af 
fairs are congenial topics with Dr. Wil- 
son, for, while his highest reputation 
has been gained as an educator, his 
chief interest is political economy and 
government. Possibly that is because 
he was born in Virginia or because he 
once practiced law in Atlanta, or it 
may be due to temperament. 

Wilson is not only a political econo- 
mist, but a historian, some of whose 
works bave become text books. Among 
others he is the author of “Congres- 
sional Government,” which apptared 
in 1885 and immediately gained him a 
reputation as an original thinker; “The 
State,” which came out in 1889, deal- 
ing with all branches of constitutional 
government; “Division and Reunion,” 
covering American history from 1829 
to 1889; “Mere Literature and Other 
Essays,” “George Washington” and a 
“History of the People of the United 
States.” 

Most of these books are standard au- 
thorities in colleges, and all of them 
show research, scholarship and in 
places brilliancy. “Division and Re- 
union,” while written from the view- 
point of the southerner, reveals a 
breadth and wholesome Americanism 
that rob it of offense for northern read- 
crs.

Has Grasp of Events. 


In all his political and _ historical 
writings Dr. Wilson shows himself a 
fundamental Democrat with a pecul- 
lar insight into the spirit and purposes 
of the founders and builders of the 
nation. He is also a lecturer who 
speaks before popular assemblies as 
well as before educational and scien- 
tific bodies. His voice is said to re 
semble that of Henry Ward Beecher. 

Dr. Wilson is fifty-three years of 
nge and was graduated from Prince- 
ton at the age of twenty-two. He was 
christened Thomas Woodrow, and in 
college was called “Tommy.” but like 
Grover Cleveland, who was originally 


Stephen Grover. he amputated the 
first name. After leaving Princeton 


Wilson studied law in the University 
of Virginfa and practiced in Atiantn 
for two years.

Recognition of the surprising facts 
cited above has brought about the 
incorporation of the New England, 
Corn exposition, to be held in Worces- 
ter, Muss., in November. The ob- 
ject of the exposition is to demon: 
strate that New England can grow 
corn and to impress upon the farmers 
the value of corn as a product. 

There will be informative exhibits by 
the six New England agricultural col- 
Jeges and seven experiment stations. | 
Daily lectures on corn improvement 
will be given, as well as demonstra- 
tions of seed testing and corn and 
grain judging. The United States de- 
partment of agriculture is expected to 
furnish interesting and valuable ex- 
hibits. | 


Want More Corn Raised. | 

“One of the weaknesses of farming! 
in New England,” says J. Lewis Ells- 
worth, secretary of the Massachusetts 
state board of agriculture and one of 
the charter members of the new cor- 
poration, “is the failure of the farmers 
to raise their own corn.” | 

“Very little corn is raised in Massa- 
chusetts. We want to get the farmer 
interested {n this so that he will raise 
his own corn. Formerly a farmer 
would buy his corn, since that was 
cheaper than raising it. Now the 
price of corn has increased by 100 per 
cent since 1896, and he is not buying 
so much,” 

The officers of the exposition, in urg- 
ing a more general production of corn, 
explain that Massachusetts is exceeded 
in value of product per acre by only 
one state—Connecticut. Despite the 
fact that the cost of production is 
probably higher in Massachusetts than 
in the corn belt of the Mississippi val- | 
ley, there fs no doubt, they say, that} 
corn can be raised with a profit in this! 
State, for the average price per bushel | 
is higher than in most states. 

In 1905 the average farm prices of 
corn were as follows: In the United 
States as a whole, 28 cents; in Iowa, 
34 cents: in Illinois, 88 cents; in In- 
diana, 33 cents; in Massachusetts, 70 | 
cents. 


Much Fertilizer Needed. | 
Although fertilizers must be used in| 
greater quantity than in the states 
named, Professor William P. Brooks, | 
director of the Massachusetts agricul- 
tural experiment station, points out 
that “on many soils in Massachusetts | 
apn average expenditure of about $2 
an acre for fertilizers will insure an 
annual product of sixty to seventy 
bushels. 

“This is at the rate of only about 
380 gents a bushel for corn produced, 
but in Massachusetts the stov. 
is worth more as forage than in the 
western states.”

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CONSTANTINOPLE WAGING 
WAR ON CANINE HORDES. 


Former Sultan’s Superstition Cast 


Aside at Last. 


To imagine Constantinople without 
its hordes of prowling street dogs is 
difficult, but the authorities of the Ot- 
toman capital have started in earnest 
to rid the city of one of its most no- 
torious features. 

Last year a contractor offered to pay 
the Turkish treasury a lump sum for 
the privilege of clearing the city 
streets of dogs. What he wanted to 
do with them did not transpire; per- 
haps he expected to recoup himself by 
selling the skins for gloves. Anyhow 
his proposition met with no favor. To- 
day the Turks would have gladly ac- 
cepted his proposal, but no dog buyers 
were forthcoming, so they tackled the 
question themselves. 

Detachments of poiicemen and 
sweepers armed with lassoes and 
wooden tongs and followed by a train 
of dust carts have gone forth by night 
ang rgided the unsuspecting beasts. 
A few were spared at the intercession 
of individuals who agreed to look 
after the dogs. The others were driv- 
en away to an unknown fate. 

At the time of the Russo-Turkish 
war a large number of dogs were col- 
lected and put on Bulwer island, one 
of the Princes islands in the sea of 
Marmora, so called after a former 
English ambassador who once owned 
a country house ‘there 

No one took care of the starving 
creatures, and the result was that they 
began to devour each other before the 
work of transporting the whole ca- 
nine contingent was complete. Then 
news came of a crushing defeat of the 
Turks. 

The sultan took it as a sign of divine 
wrath and hastened to sign an order 
for the exiles to be taken back to 
town.

Elimination of Song Birds and Death 
to Trees Through Increase of Insects 
and English Pest Predicted by Ohio- 
an, Who Views Forests as Akin to 
Human Race.

John Davey of Kent, O., “brother of 
'the trees,” formally launched his na- 
tion wide crusade against the pestif- 
erous English sparrow at Dayton, O., 
|recently in the ,organization of the 
Bird and Tree band and the adoption 
of the following resolutions: 


Inasmuch as the preservation of our 
trees and all vegetation depends on the 
|aervices of our native birds; and, 


| Whereas, The rapid disappearance of | 


our song birds 1s accompanied by an 
alarming prevalence of disease among the 
| crees; and, 

Whereas, This decrease of numbers of 
»ur coworkers, the native birds, is due 
argely to the pugnacious and murderous 
iabits of the Engiish house sparrow, 

We, the undersigned, do pledge our- 
selves to use every means to encourage 
the restoration and preservation of our 
native birds and to destroy the crow, Eng- 
Ush sparrow and all other foes of our 
| birds to the end that vegetation may be 
preserved to the use of man and beast. 

Predicts Song Birds’ End. 

Mr. Davey asserts that unless the 
robber sparrows are exterminated 
speedily the song birds will soon be 
driven from human habitations and 
will remain in the depths of the for- 
ests, leaving the insects and the spar- 
rows a clear, treeless field in a very 
| few years. 

Mr. Davey looks upon a tree and 
talks of it as a living creature. An 
extract from his Dayton remarks gives 
an idea of his realization of the actual 
life of the tree, as follows:

“Man (a creature in the image of 
God) was created to ‘bave dominion’ 
over the remainder of creation, and 
| Just as soon as we learn that it is our 
high calling to destroy the useless or

In the matter of density of popula- 
tion Paris and Berlin lead all the Eu- 
ropean cities.

Miles City. Mont., holds the record 
for variation in temperature. The 
highest temperature recorded there is 
111 degrees, which is within 8 degrees 
of the highest recorded in the United 
States, Miles City’s!lowest mark has 
been 67 degrees below zero, which fs 
truly arctic. The range between these 
two extremes is 178 degrees, which is 
a record. 


“Tolerance” In Coins. 

The mint allows a certain degree of 
“tolerance” in coins. For example, the 
gold double eagle’s standard weight is 
516 grains, and the “tolerance” allowed 
is balf a grain. A coin of this denom- 
ination may weigh as little as 51514 
grains or as much as 516% grains, but 
never less than the first nor more 
than the second figure. The standard 
weight of the silver half dollar is 192.9 
grains, and the tolerance allowed is 1.5 
grains. This coin may weigh as little 
as 191.4 grains and as much as 194.4 
grains, but never less than the first 
nor more than the second figure. The 
standard fineness of all gold and silver 
coins is 900. In the gold coins a devia- 
tion of only one one-thousandth from 
this is allowed and in the silver coins 
of only three one-thousandth. The so 
called five cent nickelecoin is really 
only 25 per cent nickel, the rest being 
copper. One cent pieces are 95 per 
cent copper and 5 per cent tin and 
zinc.—Philadelphia Record. 

Sir Walter Scott’s Debts. 

The Ballantyne failure threw upon 
Sir Walter Scott the responsibility for 
£150,000, or $650,000, and the grand old 
man immediately set about the mighty 
task of paying it; but, notwithstanding 
the most heroic efforts on his part, he 
hever succeeded in paying it all. He 
did the best he could, but be had ta 
depend solely upon his writings, and 
the task was more than mortal man 
could accomplish. As his powers fail-

Is Issued—Country Banks the Worst 
Offenders 


Washington, July 28.—A fine of 
$100 a day and the publication of its 


| Offense now faces the national bank 


which fails to respond promptly to the 
“call” of the comptroller for a state- 
ment of its condition. 

For 
Office has been very lenient with the 
banks, and several hundred have be- 
come afflicted with chronic delay. 
First, second and even third tele- 
grams have been sent to delinquent 
banks before a statement could be se- 
cured. Sometimes as many 
banks have been in arrears. There 
are almost 7000 national banks in the 
country and the comptroller is unable 
to print the consolidated statement 
until the last report is in. The fig- 
ures are eagerly awaited by the finan- 
cial world, and in critical times the 
showings might change materially 
during the periods of delay caused by 
the neglectful banks. 

Comptroller Murray regards delay of 
this kind as inexcusable. On the 
circular calling for the report it Is 
plainly printed that In case certain of- 
ficers are not at hand, the figures may 
be sent in, and this information Is 
supplemented, where a report has 


| been delayed, by a special letter which 
| advises the bank that in the absence 
| of both president and cashier ut the 
| time a 


report is called for, a tem- 
porary report must be made up, sworn 
to by some other officer and forward- 
ed tmmediately. 

It is permissible, where the 
signatures of three directors cannot 
be obtained without delaying the re- 
port, to forward the statement with 
such signatures attached as are imme- 
diately available. The comptroller 
holds that it should be possible for 
anyone connected with a bank to make 
a report from its books for any past 
date, 
by the officers. 

Nothwithstanding the plain provi- 
sions of the official circular, many of 
the banks have been systematically 
delinquent. Until recently fines have 
been levied very seldom or not at all, 
and have not exceeded the minimum 
of $100. About a year ago Murray

ser’s Investigators Find That Mortal- 
ity Rate In British Empire Is Much 
Lower Throughout. 


A tremendous growth in infant mor- | 


tality has aroused consternation in 
New York city. Across the seas a 
similar cry comes from Germany. 

The situation in New York led to the 
issuance of a statement by the bu- 
reau of municipal research, which ar- 
taigned the department of health, 
charging that city physicians devote 


so much time to their private prac- | 


tice that they are unable to serve the 
city properly. 


Totals Are Alarming. 


The report indicates the seriousness 


of the situation by citing these statis- 
ties: 

“In the first week in June 20 per 
cent moré babies under one year of 
uge died than in the same time last 
year,” says the statement. “The ex- 


cess during the second week in June , 


wus 30 per cent, the third week 10 per 
cent, the fourth 30 per cent, the first 
week of July 60 per cent, the second 
week 55 per cent and the third week 
of July 75 per cent. 

“The week preceding July 2, when 
60 per cent more baubles died than last 
year, the maximum temperature was 
three degrees lower than in 1909, the 
meun temperature was more than four 
degrees lower and the mean humidity 
Wus seven degrees lower. In the week 
of July, when 55 per cent more ba- 
bles died than the year before, the 
maximum temperature was one degree 
lower than in 1909, the mean tem- 
perature was a little over one degree 
lower and the mean humidity was 
four degrees lower.” 

Germany is alarmed over the rise 
mortality in the emptre, 
which now exceeds 17 per cent. Out 
of 2,000,000 persons born during the 
year 351,000 died under the age of one 
year. The highest mortality by king- 
doms is in Bavaria, 22 per cent. The 
lowest mortality, 16.8 per cent, is in 
Prussia. Of the German cities Ham- 
burg has the best record, which is un- 
der 14 per cent. The infant mortality 
in the other typical cities is:

Deciined. 

Theodore Roosevelt recently received 
the two thousand and thirty-fourth in- 
vitation to deliver an address that has 
been urged upon him since his return 
to the United States on June 18

FOOD COLORS LATEST FAD. 


Londoners Now Eating In Fashion- 
abls Tints. 

Fashions are not confined to hats 
and elothes {n London. It has been 
discovered that residentgsof the me- 
tropolis are also exceedingly particular 
that the food they buy shall be of the 
fashionable tint. 

Salmon, for instance, remains un- 
sold if it is not the required shade of 
deep rose. If it is too light no one will 
have {t, though dealers say its flavor 
is just as good. 

In haddock an exactly opposite taste 
prevails; only light colored haddock is 
purchased, though the bright yellow 
fish is of as excellent quality as that 
of pale cream color. 

In poultry London insists upon 
white or black legged chickens and 
will not buy fowls with yellow legs, 
though they are just as good. Gray 
f£eese are scorned in favor of white, 
though a countryman who knows 
something of poultry farming will pre- 
fer the gray goose. 

In eggs the brown variety reigns su- 
preme favorite, though they are not a 
bit richer than white eggs. Pale 
cheese and buttercup yellow butter are 
also in great demand because their 
color pleases the public. 

Bright yellow bananas are far more 
popular than the spotted fruit of paler 
hue, which are of better flavor. Bright 
colored apples and pears bring more 
than brown pears or green apples, 
which are just as sweet, while grapes 
on them are worth 12 
cents a pound more. 


Steamer Is Mosquito Proof. 

The latest thing in steamships is a 
mosquito proof craft specially designed 
for use between Liverpool and West 
African ports. Professor Donald Ross's 
recommendations have been carried 
out by the owners for mosquito proof- 
ing all living quarters. Copper gauze 
fittings are provided for all doors, win- 
dows, side ports, skylights, ventilators 
and passages to prevent the malaria 
bearing mosquito entering.

As soon as Mr. Willard had been!

He declared this was one of} 
the most laborious and difficult under- | 
takings in connection with the build- 
ing of the obelisk, for the reason| 
that the use of stone for building 
purposes was little known, or not 
known at all in the form of large- 
sized blocks of syenite ,as he desired 
for this object. Mr. Willard immedi- 
ately commenced his explorations for 
this project, and after having 
walked three hundred, miles, criti- 
cally examining quarries in yarious 
palces, finally decided for color, dura- 
bility and all other requirements 
for the erection of

Music Hath Charms. 

Ignaz Pleyel, a musician held in high 
repute in his day and a Viennese by 
birth, was appointed kapellmeister at 
Strassburg in 1783. During the trou- 
bled times of the French revolution he 
lost his post, and his life was in grave 
danger. 

He escaped death and satisfied bis 
accusers that he was not an aristocrat 
by writing music to some most revo- 
lutionary stanzas, which were placed 
before him for the purpose, while be 
side stood two gendarmes with fixed 
bayonets 

Another instance, proving that “mu- 
sic hath charms to soothe the savage 
breast,” is that of Alessandro Stradel- 
ka, an Italian composer of the seven- 
teenth century, who carried off a lady 
named Ortensia from the home of a 
nobleman of high rank. Two assas- 
sins who were hired to kill him fol- 
lowed them to Rome. Entering a 
church where an oratorio of his was 
being performed, they were so moved 
by the music that they warned Stra- 
della of his danger and allowed him to 
escape,

In addition to wounding the 
persons named above he fired at 
everal others but fortunately none 
of them were wounded.

As the two started 
for the office Restelli drew a _ revol- 
ver. Before he could shoot however, 
Mr. Bishop grappled with him. 
Seizing him by the right arm he stic- 
ceeded in wresting the revolver from 
him when Restelli with his left 
hand reached into his hip pocket and 
drawing a second revolver fired two 
shots. One of these shots entered 
Mr. Bishop's wrist and the other his 
arm. 

When the two men clinched, Ed- 
ward Bishop started for the pair to 
separate them, but as soon as he saw 
the revolver and heard the shooting 
he ran for help. After Mr. Bishop 
had escaped into his office Restelli 
entered one of the sheds and emptied | 
his revolver, firing at random, also 
firing one shot at Ed. Bishop, which 
fortunately went wide from its mark. 

He then walked to where the boy 
was holding his horse, and getting 


into the wagon cooly proceeded to 


reload his revolvers. This over he 
drove up Brooks avenue to Centre 
Street, thence to Granite street, to

HARDWICK SHOT. 


Entering the office of Messrs, Hard- 
Wick he passed through the main of- 
fice into the private office 
where Henry’ E. Hardwick and 
C. Theodore Hardwick were seated 
at their desks. Henry Hardwick 
spoke to Restelli saying “halloa 
Louis.” Restelli answered pleasant- 
ly and asked if he might use the tel- 
ephone. Mr. Hardwick replied yes. 
Starting toward the telephone’ he 
suddenly turned and before any ef- 
fort could be made to prevent, began 
firing point blank at Henry E. Hard- 
wick, firing at least five bullets into 
him, all of which entered the breast. 
During the shooting one of the bullets 
struck C. Theodore Hardwick on the 
knee pan, fracturing the _ bone. 
Whether Restelli fired at Theodore or 
not is not known, but it was the opin- 
ion of the surgeons at the Hospital 
that the bullet that struck Theodore 
was one of those that had first passed

After being shot, Henry staggered 
into the front office where he fell 
dead.

The first news of any shooting 
reached the police station at 2.30 
and was telephoned by George W. 
Nightingale. Mr. Nightingale’s of- 
fice is quite near that of the Restelli 
Bros., and as soon as he heard the 
shooting he ran out. In telling of 
his experience, Mr. Nightingale says, 
that as soon as he heard the shots 
he immediately doped it out that 
some Italians had been shooting up 
the section. Although not armed he 
rushed out to the sheds and learning 
of what had taken place, telephoned 
the police, and then went and got 
some brandy which he gave the 
wounded man. | 

At that time it was not known that: 
Restelli had shot his mother. In a 
few minutes the patrol wagon with 
Officers Cahill and Corbett arrived. 
Officer Cahill telephoned for more 
officers and then placed the wounded 
man in the wagon and took him to 
the Hospital. In the meantime Dr. 
McLennan had arrived and he ac- 
companied the ambulance to the hos- 
pital. 

Mr. Nightingale says he then sug- 
gested that Officer Corbett get into 
his buggy and go after the man which’ 
Driving up through 
Brooks avenue he saw the crowd 
standing about the Bishop Bros, shed 
and asked where the man had gone. 
They informed him that he had driven 
toward Centre street. He immedi- 
ately continued the pursuit, not then 
knowing o fthe Bishop shooting. 
Knowing that Restelli had a shed near 
the Hardwicks he surmised that was 
where Restelli had headed for, and 
he and Officer Corbett immediately 
followed the same route. 

They saw the team where it had 
been left, and driving to the Hard- 
wicks office learned what had taken 
place there. Knowing that it would 
be useless for him io attempt to go 
into the woods after the murderer 
unarmed he drove to City Hall where 
he informed Mayor Shea of the Hard- 
wick shooting. 

Mr. Nightingale believes that had he 
and the officer started immediately 
after Restelli when the officer ar- 
rived at the Restelli office that they 
would have overtaken him, and that 
the Hardwick shooting would not} 
have taken place,

Montreal, July 30.—The following 
dispatch was received here by wireless 
from the steamer Montrose: 

“Crippen and girl closely watched 
night and day. Apparently have no 
suspicion. Passengers still in ignor- 
ance. Crippen. nervous nearing port.” 

This is the first message containing 
other than the bare announcement of 
Crippen’s presence on board received 
Llewellyn Jones, the wireless 
operator, first got in range of the 
Canadian stations. It shows that the 
couple are actually in custody, though 
not formally arrested. 

While Captain Kendall of the Mont- 
rose, as his own sovereign on the high 
seas, could, if he thought it beste 
order the pair imprisoned in trons; 
such action might develop complica- 
tions and would leave him liable to 
heavy damages were he mistaken. 
The fact that he has them under 
watch, however, is taken as indica- 
tion of the positiveness of his in- 
formation as to their identity. 

The order, “Separate Crippen and 
the Leneve woman,” was sent yes- 
terday to Constable Gauvreau at Fath- 
er Point by Commissioner of Police 
Sherwood. It is understood that the
